The situation here has become one of profound 
oalm. We have bad tbe storm , and the sea is as 
qolct as a m idsum m er cruise on the M editerranean. 
When I last w rote you the burden of my story was 
tho fall of th e Serrano governm ent. It fell with a 
crash. No »ingle event has so stirred Spain to Its 
Inm ost depth since Prim and Serrano unfurled the 
-flag of revolt on the deck of Topete’s ship, whUe 
the royal band played the revolutionary hymn of 
Riego. There are a m nltltnde of stories in tho air, 
Which wbOia-íJSÍbwraas the truth-seeking mind, 
especially os one stoiy'conTRtóitlAívAnPl^ 
J t was 
natural th at Sagasta'S M inistry shonld toll. Nolu- 
Ing ntore corm pi and debasing has been seen In 
Spanish politics since tho days of Qodoy. 'ñiore 
was no life In It, not even in this oasy-golug country 
of Spain. Dishonor In the Cabinet, dishonor In the 
Cortes, dishonor In the nuances, the nation h u rry ­ 
ing inio « 1C N iagara ^ l e s 9f b an k ru p tcy a Cortes 
composed oT m en whos¿ cleciiion had been pur­ 
chased by a lavish use of public m oney—even Spain 
could not subm it to this, and Sagasta foil w ithout a 
friend, w ithout an honest follower, for the men who 
carried bis flag would carry the flag of the n ex t 
leader who brought a larger sum of money. 
SERRANO’S OLEUBNOY AND SERRANO’S DOWNFALL. 
But It was different with Marshal Serrano. N ext 
to Espartero, who lives in retirem ent, hie life now 
verging upon the nlneUes, and to Spain w hat tbo 
blind old Dándolo was to Venice, he was tbe fore­ 
m ost m an In tbe kingdom. 
It seemed for a while 
th at tho Spanish Dándolo would bo urged from his 
retirem ent to be to Spain w hat Thlors, in his sev- 
enty-seventh year, 1s to France. But Espartero was 
too old to leave his home, and when tho summons 
cam e from the king ago and ill-health made him 
decUnc to be M inister or CouncUlor. 
But Serrano 
is in the fulness and vigor of life. His nam e is not 
only honored In Spain, but all over tbe world. It 
was Serrano who, w ith Prim, led the Insurrection. 
When Uie m onarchy fell he was m ade R eg en t Al­ 
though bo was not supposed to be friendly to the 
candidature of Amadeus he accepted the dynasty 
with alacrity and has thus ter served It loyally. To 
the

blood and the Intense dlsappoiutm ont any failure 
to gratify this appetite always inspires. You see 
this passion tor blood, this m orbid love of cruelty 
and death, in the bullfight, the conspicuous national 
am usem ent of Spain, and in itaeir a brutal and dis­ 
gusting butchery. When tho Carllsts toll Spain 
looked forward to executions, confiscations and 
punishm ent. Serrano m ade peace, aud with peace 
granted am nesty and Immunliy. 
When ho re­ 
turned from his work be w as m et w ith an outcry of 
passion and rage. 
He resigned liis offices, w ent 
Into the Cortes as a deputy, defended himself In an 
honorable and manly speech, was honored by his 
fellow m em bers In a formal vote for bis valor and 
clemency, and returned to power apparently tho 
strongest subject In Spain. W ithin ten days from 
th at suprem e m om ent he and his party had faUcn 
from power. 
HOW SERRANO’S FALL WAS BBOUOHT ABOUT. 
You m ust not suppose th a t this sudden fall was 
Inspired by a whim of Amadeus. 
lie saw, w hat his 
w isest friends had advised him to see, tb at there 
could bo no dynasty ap art from the revolution. 
It 
Is even a qnesUon w hether there can bo a dy­ 
nasty with the revolution—whether, In short, the 
whole revolutionary m ovem ent here docs not mean, 
sooner or lator, an end of dynasties. But Serrano 
had ceased to represent the revolution. 
Ills Inter­ 
ests were satisffed with Amadeus, ju st as they 
would have been satisfied w ith Don Alphonso, or 
tbe Duke of M ontpensicr. 
He is a Captain General 
m the army, a Duke of tbe klugdom , aud all th at 
poliUos can bring him Is added dignities. W hether 
they came from Am adeus or not Is an Indifferent 
m atter. W hat ue w ants Is dignity. So while ho 
was tho strongest m an In Spain it was not the 
strength of the people. 
Ills m ain concern was the 
"pubUc ord er,” torgetttng th at in all truly governed 
nations tbe public 
order takes care of Itself. 
So when ho returned to the head of the m inistry he 
felt th at the first duty was to arrest the revolution, 
to take up au n s against it; to surround tbe throne 
as with an em bankm ent, and m ake revolution Im­ 
possible, or a t least a bloody buslness to those who 
attem pted It. This was tbe m eaning of the measure 
which he proposed to the King, aud because of the 
King’s refusal to accept it resigned his m inistry. As 
I explained in another letter, the m easure was a 
snspenston of the constitution, but although so desig­ 
nated It was really m ore than that. 
The only aOt 
corresponding with It in our own country that 1 can 
remem ber was Mr. Lincoln suspending tbo habeas 
corpus In 1801. 
W hat Mr. Lincoln did was In the 
presence of a w ar which threatened to destroy thfi 
nation. No such danger «ireatenCíT k árah ai Ser- 
Vano. ^ e desired to suspend the constitution to 
secnrc him seli Arom any popular infiuencos. This 
measure gave him power to raise money In any 
way he deemed best, and upon w hatever term s; to 
levy taxes at his pleasure and expend tho public 
treasure w ithout an appropriation bill; to garrison 
the large tow ns with tho troops of the regular 
arm y; to suspend Individual rights and prevent 
public m cctlnga—In other w ords, tq hold Spain In 
his hand and do with It w hat he pleased. 
No one 
doubts tb a t the Marshal would have used Spain 
gcnlly and behaved in his exalted place like a 
patrio t; but there was a danger In the prospects 
th at all m en saw and fe a re d -th e danger of the 
people. There was another danger which we are 
told bad Its InflacDCc npon the qnlckened and 
anxious Im agination of the King—the danger of 
Serrano and his friends going over to M ontpensicr 
or 
Don 
Alphonso, 
and 
using 
tho 
pro­ 
digious pow er which 
they 
craved 
to 
upset 
this throne and restore the old one under a prince 
of the House of Bourbon. Tho announcem ent th at 
there was to be a radical m eeting, or rath er con­ 
vention, of tbe leaders of tbe radical party hastened 
the resolution of Serrano. 
Had the measure he 
craved been passed he would have prevented any 
meeting of his opponents by suspending the con­ 
stitution and declaring m artial law. 
THB KINU AND THE FEOFLE—PARTY AND POWER. 
The m easure was fraught w ith two dangers, The 
King, It IS said, distrusted tbe men who dem anded 
this nnusual tenure of authority.

To make matters worse So fior Zorrilla, it was 
understood, hud declined to accept tho position 
from which Serp.dui imd been forced, and which 
Serruuo felt oompeUcd to resign. 
From tho 
outlook a stormy aspect presented it5;elf. The 
gravity of the situation bt-camo nppai eat to all, 
and not untU Zorrilla, at tho soUcit.tion of his 
friends, finally conso'uted to accept the reins of 
office, did tho dark clouds of the gatheriog 
storm pass over. Borne in triumph back to 
Madrid, the statesman consented to-accept 
the difficult hituation Imposed upon liim, and 
immediately set about forming a government 
to aid Amadous to discharge his kingly duties 
under the oath ho had taken to rulo Sinaia ac- 
cordiuK to tho Snani jh constltutiou.

the details of the Livingstone Search Expe^- 
tion t<i ^ t r ^ Ahrica, as ro9 puntod by its in­ 
domitable leader. As mere relations of personal 
courage and perseverance amid exciting and 
trying situations these letters will be read with 
deep interest and pride by the American 
people, and will be found of sufficient value to 
readi, without tho lapse of a letter, every 
country where civUiBation is more than a 
name. On this ground alone they will be 
prized, and will bear out the olden aphorism 
that “truth Is stranger than floüon.’’ 
Narrated in olear, perspicuous English, 
asan unvarnished and epitomized record of an 
eleven months’ journey of over two thousand 
miles through the haunts of savage beasts and 
more savage men, these lettdVs, or more 
properly despatches, contain as much infor­ 
mation as might be extended into a quarto 
volume. Although in a certain measure an­ 
ticipated by tho cable compendium from Lon­ 
don, their perusal will lose none of its edge 
and piquancy. In addition to the main facta 
already published, the history of the journey 
from Unyanyembe to Ujiji by a oirouitous 
route is told. 
It will be remembered 
that tho Hebaia) expedition’had been delayed 
in its advance by a war between the Arab 
traders and Mixombo, a native king of the 
Wayowa tribe, the latter demanding extortion­ 
ate toll or blackmail on all caravans passing 
through. Quitting tho usual caravan track for 
Ujijl, which lay at this point in a northwesterly 
direction, be plunged into the wooded cotmtry 
towards the southwest. Beaching by this 
means Ukononga, he made a semioircle 
to the north, áhd, croesing the Mala-

the caravan track westward to Ujiji. 
Tho whole country was at war, and he 
was obliged to push in a northwesterly lino 
until hq reached a country named Uhha, noted 
by Burton and Speke, 
native war 
was before him hoN, and, a¿ on former ficea- 
sions, he was obliged to quit the road ond 
march through the jungle. This brought him 
to the outskirts of Ujiji, and there took place 
that romantic meet^pg with Livingstone which 
will form a group for the future as indestruct­ 
ible as the stoutest of stone and bronze. 
In this exciting framework is set the gem of 
the narrative, namely the story of the great 
explorer’s travels, as told by himself. Truly 
does the 
H ebald correspondent charac­ 
terize them as the story of five years’ 
travel, suffering and discoveries. 
The 
great gaps which existed in our know­ 
ledge of his movements from the day of 
his desertion by the Johanna men, with their 
false account of his murder by the Mazitu, 
to the present ore all filled up, and what a 
record of persevemnoe, patience and indomit­ 
able will does it not present? Like the echo 
from a feiry tale comes the old man’s story of 
races almost white and of fine physique, 
walled in as it were by the negroes 
around them ; and dear to the students of gray 
old classic lore comes tho tale of the natives 
bearing out the words of the oracle as to 
fourfold fountain sources of the mystic Nile. 
But the actual discoveries which cost so 
much of peregrination, inquiry, hopes, doubts, 
illuaioiis, misleadings and final successes, are 
recounted also. Ho has first of all discovered, 
as already intimated, that the great river 
Chambczi, which rises somewhere near eleven 
degrees south latitude and probably thirty 
or thirty-throe degrees cost longitude, is 
not the Portuguese . Zambezi, but the 
true source of the Nile. After flowing north 
and westward it runs into the great Lake Ban- 
geolo, which he discovers to bo as large in area 
as Tanganyika. Out of this a river, the Lua- 
pula,^ flows northward into lake Moero, in 
about eight degree south latitude. Emerg­ 
ing from this the Lualaba, a mighty 
stream, runs generally northward and in 
six degrees thirty minutes south latitude, 
spreads out into Lake Kamalondo. FoUoW' 
ing this river northward he reached os far 
os four degrees south latitude, still tracing tho 
coarse of the river, when, from sheer want of 
supplies, he was forced to return to 
Ujiji, 
where 
tho 
H erald Expedition 
found him. 
From this statement of 
his wonderful discoveries the vicissitudes 
^ his travels cannot bo imagined. 
They were not gained with the same ease that 
one might enter the Mississippi at New 
Orleans and reach its source in Minnesota. 
They were the result not merely of per­ 
sonal observation, but required several at­ 
tempts and tortuous journeys, depending 
for food here and information there upon 
the nativos and two expeditions. Stiiking a 
river here and tracing it to a lake, returning 
for supplies; taking a new direction to find 
another river and lake, and then connecting 
these with tho former os tho links of 
a chain, is something of tho manner ii]^ 
which he worked out tho troublesome 
truth. Tho unexplored portion of tho 
LuaLiba, or Nile, lies between four degrees 
south latitude and oue degree below the 
Equator, where probably through Lake Albert 
Nyonza of Baker it counccts with the White 
Nile and flows still northward, meeting the 
Blue Nile and Atbara from the hills of Abys­ 
sinia, and continues in its wondrous stream 
past the ruins of Thebes ond Luxor and near 
the PjTomids, constant in its mighty volume 
OS when Sesostrls reigned over that old, old 
land of Egypt This gives tho Nile a total 
length in direct latitude of twenty-six hundred 
miles, or through over forty-three degrees. 
Explorations of Lake Tanganyika were con­ 
tinued by Dr. Livingstono,in company with Mr. 
Stanloy,and proved that the River Ruzlzt,of Bur­ 
ton woe an affluent and not on effluent of that 
rivc^. Livingstone also thinks that there is 
possibly an outflow through the mountains on 
tho western shore from this lake to the Lua- 
b.aba. After a pleasant sojourn at Ujijl the 
H erald correspondent escorted tho Doctor to 
Unynnyembc, where supplies fmm Eng­ 
land were awaiting 
him. The route 
this time was by travelling southward 
on the lake, and. landing on its eastern shcre, 
making a curve in a northeasterly direction, 
through Unkouonga. Then they parted, the 
halo, old man of iron will and iron frame 
turning back toward the savage land to master 
what remains of tho old enigma of tho Nile. 
Libemlly supplied wag ho, too, by tho H fju l d 
leader with all arms, stores and morchandisc 
(which moan money) that could be spared. 
On tho qncalion of Livingstone’s having 
received Ihe supplies sent him by his friciuls 
in England these letters will throw a startling 


light The corelessnees, theft and general 
mismanagement which overtook the stores 
forwarded by tho British Consulate at 
Zanzibar, usually wasted and frittered these 
almost entirely away before they had timo 
to reach him. This cannot bo beltc» stated 
in the 
commander’s words: — 
“Your cprr^spondent begs to inform his 
friends that the HwitAT.n Expedition found 
him turned back from his explorations 
when on the eve of being terminated 
thoroughly by the very men sent to 
h% by the British Consulate; that the Expe­ 
dition found him sitting down at Ujiji utterly 
destitute, robbed by the very men sent by the 
British Consulate at Zanzibar with his cara­ 
van ; that the Herax.d Expedition escorted 
him to Unyanyembe only in time to save his 
last stock of goods, for they were rapidly 
being made away with by the very men en­ 
trusted by the British Consulate with the last 
lot of goods; that it was only by an accident 
that your correspondent saw a packet of let­ 
ters addressed to Livingstone, and so, forc:*ly, 
took one of Livingstone’s men to carry tho 
letters to his employer.” 
As showing the sloth of the agents of 
Livingstone’s English friends, it may be 
stated that the H ziu ld Expedition accom- 
pUehed two thousand and fifty-nine miles of 
march in the same time it took the Consular 
expedition to traverse five hundred and twenty- 
five,A baffled, sick and weary and dastitute man 
was this great explorer when met and succored 
by the H e ra ld expedition. When he parted 
to wend his way back to the Lualaba he was 
not in the best of health, yet had no fears for 
his life, and bore ’with him a formidable -plan 
of exploration, whioh. bfrliepcd lb get over in 
^eílíeéñ months, or at most two years. 
This great work of the H ebald, thus mag­ 
nificently accomplished, forms a proud monu­ 
ment to the enterprise of tho independent jour­ 
nalism of America. As «uoü it was under- 
tahen, and o« such the world bears witness 
to it.

Another Dmy of Agonjr tor Stokes^oh- 
tinaedi Disagreement of the Jury. 
Another day of painful, racking doubt for 
the prisoner Stokes wiU have passed ere the 
long-deliberating jury are called up once more 
to say whether they have found a verdict At 
eleven o’clock yesterday morning Judge In­ 
graham took his scat upon the bench dlSfl the 
jury were brought in. A crowded Court des­ 
pite the fact of its being the Sabbath, scruti­ 
nized them as they entered, and as the prisoner 
came in, wearied and nervous under the tenta­ 
tive agony, the usual ripple of whispered 
comment was brought to a dead stop by tho 
voice of the cricr. Still the jury had not 
agreed—no probability, said the foreman, of 
thoir agreeing. Emphatic protest from the 
same man to tho contrary, the Judge, not 
listening to their difficulties, looked them up 
again. A messenger to inform the Judge if 
they agreed was kept at hand, and 
the Court adjourned. 
Public excitement 
ran higher than ever, and speculation 
was rife os to tho position of the jury in their 
disagreement The most general rumor 
seemed to say that a large majority were in 
favor of the lighter verdict—manslaughter in 
the third degree. Some adhered to tho idea 
that the majority held out for the death sen­ 
tence, either story being believed by those 
whoso views it suited. 'The prisoner, it ap­ 
pears, and his immediate friends, felt that 
every hour told in his favor. In all such 
cases, outside the jnry-room, speculation gam­ 
bles curiously with life and death, and, except 
very rarely, the sad, central figure of it all 
gains in sympathy of a personal kind. The 
naked crimcütself may stand before the public 
mind unchanged in its aspect, bnt the moet 
impatient for a prisoner’s life must pity the 
long-drawn mental torture of a man waiting 
with unclosed eyes and fevered brain from 
sunrise to sunrise for the two words of liberty 
or the one word of doom. It is one of the 
anomalies of the human mind, but not a dis­ 
creditable one. 
The Traders in Indian Troubles. 
Tho United States government, in its deal­ 
ings with the Indians, has found no more for­ 
midable obstacle in the path of conciliation 
than those unscrupulous white men who make 
a business of fomenting the worst passions of 
the aborigines. An Indian war to such men 
means only a brisk trade and a fortune gained 
in the blood of slaughtered settlers. The 
recent letter of the Secretary of the Interior, 
addressed to Brigham Young, shows that the 
govemmeut at lost thoroughly understands the 
true position of affairs on the frontier. He 
saj-s: — “I am apprehensive that there are some 
evil-minded white persons who are, and have 
been, contributing their influence to produce 
dissatisfaction among the Indian population.” 
Alarming reports of hostilities on the frontier 
are of frequent occurrence,* and it makes no 
small demand on the coolness and judgment 
of the officers of the government stationed 
there to discriminate in such coses. Tho 
treachery of the Indians is proverbial, but 
much of it is silkendered by white men who are 
lost to all feelings save those of maklngraoney, 
no matter what vile means they employ for 
that purpose. Tho prompt punishment of such 
men, when detected, would go farther towards 
abolishing Indian wars thou all the military 
power of tho government exerted against the 
s-avages themselves. 'They are the real authors 
of the miseries that periodically afflict tho 
frontier. 
The Bank Robbery in Uxbridob.—The 
facta of tho entrj* and robbery of the Block- 
stone National Bank, at Uxbridge, Mass., by a 
band of burglffr.s are reported in full detail 
by special telegram in the H e r a ld this morn­ 
ing. The operations of the robbers, their 
taking of the teller of the institution from 
his private residence in the night, leading him 
to tho bank with a halter round his nock, 
forcing him to open the sofe and to stand 
present while they took out, bagged and car­ 
ried off thirteen thousand dollars, go far to 
show that the spirit of romance in crime did 
not expire with Jock Sheppord and Dick 
Turpin. The manucr in which the members 
of the family of tho bank official, from his 
father down to a little femalo child, were 
gagged and handcuffed and held in their own 
house while the work of outai<lo riolonco was 
being accomplished, os well as the time and 
mode of their release, are extraordin.uy in the 
ann.ala of horwcbroiiking crime, and viU, no 
doubt, fifford iood for nwny uew and ingc- 
niouh IheorieH ou the port of tho police of the 
Uuite I «Utes. 


The Presidential Contest In Its Fl- 
nanelal Bearing Upon the Country. 
The supporters of the rival candidates for 
the Fresi^enoy will endeavor to make the most 
of the financial condition, prospects and 
chances of the country under whichever can­ 
didate may have the control of the govern­ 
ment the next four years. This is always an 
element in such political campaigns, and 
though the arguments of pnblic speakers and 
the party press will be directed principally to 
other matters in the present oonteet, this will 
be, necessarily, an important topic. Then, 
the stookjobbezs and speculators are always 
looking out for something to force stocks up 
or down, in order to make tho most of their 
business. Not unfrequontly they resort to 
canards for this purpose, particularly when 
there la no legitimate cause for fluctuations in 
price. Any political excitement, and espe­ 
cially a Presidential election, they seize with 
avidity. 
The London stockjobbers are of 
the same genus as our owil Tho cable in­ 
forms us that tho 67*8 fell off a quarter to three- 
eighths on the receipt of the politioal news 
from America, meaning, we suppose, theaction 
of tho Baltimore Convention. There was no 
response in onr market, however, except that 
which naturally results from financial sympa­ 
thy between the two great money centres. 
Our Wall street men knew there was no real 
cause for a decline in national securities. The 
London stock speculators, partly from igno­ 
rance of Amorioan politics and afiairs, and 
partly because they were glad of any pretext 
to do a little speculative business, seized the 
opportunity afforded, without knowing or 
caring about the facts. It answered their pur­ 
pose for the hour, but they will soon learn that 
our Presidential contest, whichever way it may 
turn, is not going to disturb the credit of the 
country. 
The administration orators will lay great 
stress upon the payment of over three hundred 
millions of the national debt during the term 
of General Grant’s office, the establishment 
pf the oreffit of the government on a polid 


consequence, 
the lost year of fifty or sixty millions of taxa­ 
tion. In fact, this argument has been the 
staple of oratorical efforts in and out of Con­ 
gress, as well as of articles in the administra­ 
tion press. It is upon this mainly that the 
friends of General Grant roly to secure the 
support of the conservative, solid and business 
men of the country. The war issues and the 
political capital that was made out of the sec­ 
tional feeling against rebels, as well as the Ku 
Klux bugbear, have served their purpose and 
are no longer available. The country has well 
nigh outgrown these, or, at least, is weary of 
the theme. But the appeal to tho people on 
the management of the national finances is a 
legitimate one, and has no claptrap in it 
The payment of three hundred millions of 
debt or thereabout in three years or Uttle 
more is a stupendous foot Few governments 
could boast of a like accomplishment onder 
such extraordinary circumstances as this coun­ 
try had recently passed through. We cheer- 
fblly give the administration all the credit due 
to it for what it has accomplished in this re­ 
spect But let ns be just A large sum of 
the principal of tho debt os well as a vast 
amount of floating indebtedness were paid off 
in the previous administration of Mr. Johnson; 
yet little or no credit was given to that admin­ 
istration. The result was accredited to the 
wonderful resources of the country and 
the enormous revenue which Congress 
thought 
proper 
to 
raise. 
General 
Grant, it is true, has been able to collect the 
revenue more faithfully than Mr. Johnson did. 
The frightful corruption, particularly in the 
Internal Revenue Department, during the ad­ 
ministration of Mr. Johnson, has been greatly 
abated in General Grant’s term of office. Bnt, 
while we make no apology for the inefficiency 
of the former administration in this respect, it 
is but fair to say that President Johnson was 
embarrassed at every step by a hostile Congress 
and by that very party which now claims so 
much virtue. With General Grant all has 
been plain sailing. He had an overwhelming 
party in Congress, and the political interests 
and hopes of the large Congressioiuvl majority 
were identical with those of the administra­ 
tion. So for, then, os the financial policy and 
management of the government has been suc­ 
cessful since the Inauguration of General 
Grant, the merit belongs alike to the adminis­ 
tration and the regular republican party. 
Still, while wo admit timt the revenue 
has been more faithfuUy collected than 
under tho preceding administration, we 
do not see how the goveimnent could 
otherwise apply the enormous surplus 
revenue raised from tho people than by 
paying the debt 
Nor has this vast 
revenue been productive of good only. 
It has kept up a system of extravagance and 
has led to all sorts of coiTuption and jobs in 
Congress. Had taxation been greatly reduced 
from the commencement of General Grant’s 
admiuistratiun and the revenue cut downlo a 
peace and an economical basis the country 
would have been more prosperous. The hun­ 
dreds of millioufl taken unnecessarily from the 
IJvCpl? and lying idle, in part in the Treasury 
vaults would haVo "one into the channels of 
industry and have addea immensely to our 
productions. The credit of the g6 7 ::?ui:cDt 
would have been as well or better established 
by a smaller revenue and economy than by tho 
policy that has been pursued. This is a fact 
well known to all political economists. 
The nation had shown alrea<ly before 
the commencement of General Grant’s 
term of office its ability and fixed purpose to 
pay the debt. If a small amount compara­ 
tively had been applied to this object annu­ 
ally, and tho goTemment had returned to 
strict economy, our securities, wo have no 
doubt, would have stood higher in the market 
and we should have boen nearer specie pay­ 
ments. Tho money which has been drawn 
from business and industry and hoarded in 
the Treasury has not facilitated specie pay­ 
ments, and has been a loss in interest alone of 
over twenty millions since March, I860. 
Tho administration party in Congress did, 
within the last few months, bring about a re­ 
duction of taxation some forty to fifty millions. 
It ought to have been a hundred millions at 
least. The approaching Presidential election 
probably led to this action. But it was too 
partial 
It wos a halt measure. A more 
thorough and bolder reform might have been 
more adwntageons to tho administration in 
tho pTCHcnt political contest. 
Upon the 
principle that consfrrativo people are dis­ 
posed to boar tho evils or sfoto of things 


that exist than to fly to othon that ttey 
know not of, we suppose a large portion of 
capitalists and bosiness men may support Gen­ 
eral Grant in preference to Mr. Greeley. But, 
as was said before, there need not be any ap­ 
prehension of financial disturbance or decline 
of the creditor the government, whichever can­ 
didate may be elected. Indeed, the platform 
of the liberal republicans and democrats and 
tho profession of the candidates of these com­ 
bined parties promise much more in the way 
of economy and revenue reform than we have 
reason to expect, judging from past experi­ 
ence, from the administration party. Admite 
ting that Mr. Greeley has certain vagaries 
about financial matters and the tariff, he pub­ 
licly avows hie purpose to submit to the will of 
Congress in these matters. With his election, 
too, there would be, probably, a large number 
of revenue reformers returned to Congress, for 
revenue reform is one of the most prominent 
issues of the campaign. Nor should wo lose 
sight of the foot that the object of this 
great combined opposition movement is to re­ 
store ’harmony between the different sections 
of the country and to bury out of sight the 
issues of the war. This of itself would tend 
to promote the material interests of the repub­ 
lic, and particularly of the South, and,^ there­ 
fore, must lead to a better financial condition. 
If even General Grant should be re-elected, 
this opposition and bringing the question of 
reform s?l prominently before tho people 
would, in all probability, lead to a change in 
the policy of his administration. Every way 
or any way, the Presidential contest will prove 
healthful to the interests of the country, and 
there need not be any fear of tho consequences 
whether Mr. Greeley or General Grant be 
elected in November. 


Yesterday’s Sermons—Ttmely Thonghts. 
Walking with God in such weather as yes­ 
terday is something grand and heroic ; and 
yet we doubt not that Enoch walked with 
God when the sun shone tfi briglitly oyer the 
plains of Ispahan as it di4 over the Island ~of 
Manljpttan yesterday. 
And we fuUy agree 
SSI: M?: 
tifet walking with God 
in any season or place and for so long a time 
os Enoch thus walked, implies great steadfoste 
ness of heart and faith. At times it is, as the 
preacher said, comparatively easy to be a 
Christian ; and under some oircumstnuoee it 
is easy, but it is always pleasant and always 
profitable. And hence the poor as well as the 
rich, and the ignorant as well as the learned, 
may walk and talk with God, and it is their 
duty and privilego so to do. 
And 
no more fitting example of steadfast 
faith and cleaving closely unto 
God 
could have 
been 
presented to 
the 
Harlem Methodists for their imitation than 
this walk of Enoch. Church people have 
gone and are still going to the oountzy, and 
there is a tendency when away from home and 
from the watchful care of friends and pastors 
to cast off restraint and oeose to walk with 
God. It becomes, therefore, doubly necessary 
to encourage them to keep close to Christ and 
to honor Him in the conntry as well as in the 
city and in the heats of summer as well as in 
the frosts of winter. Many persons who re­ 
spect the church and the Christian religion are 
yet afraid to openly identify themselves with 
the people of God lest their pleasures of life 
should be marred or some groat thing be laid 
upon them to do. To such wo commend the 
timely words of Dr. Peabody. Christianity 
calls for nothing, he said, but the obligations 
of a son of God, of a brother of man, of a 
citizen of this world. Jesus lays no yoke, im­ 
poses no burden upon ns, but rather takes our 
burdens to Himself and bears them for us. 
’The yoke of Christ is, then, an easy one and 
His burden light-eo light that childhood can 
bear it; so easy that ago and feebleness shall 
not bend beneath it nor be galled by it. 
Sceptics who are inclined to ask. What has 
Christianity done for the world? may find some 
food for thought and reflection in the dis­ 
course by Professor Greene, of Princeton. It 
is to the light of the Son of God that the dis­ 
pelling of the darkness which overhung the 
hearts and homes of men is due, and the light 
which we have received from science and art 
of late years is nothing compared with the 
light which illumined the world eighteen hun­ 
dred years ago. The entrance of God’s word 
giveth light not only to individuals, but to 
nations. It giveth understanding to the sim­ 
ple and power to them that had no might 
Wo don’t wonder that Hymouth church 
yesterday presented a desolate appearance.

Beecher, who has eridently been read­ 
ing tho signs of the times, gave the 
few Plymouth folk who were present yesterday 
some waymarks and tokens by which they may 
know when the millennium approaches. There 
is to be one great battle, and afterwards a 
judgment of Christianity itself in relation to 
Church organization and doctrine. After this 
there is to bo the organization of human soci­ 
ety and tho millennial reign. 
But great 
changes are to take place before that time 
arrives, and, according to this prophet, every 
one 0 Í the conflicts described by Daniel have 
been gone through or arc going through. 
There has been begun already what may be 
called a bisterical Day of Judgment Popular

Personal responsibility to God for the gifts 
of His grace and love, for the right use of 
wealth, power, position and influence, is a 
good subject to bo brought before any audience 
at any time, and Rev. Father Kiely, of St 
James’ Cathedral, Brooklyn, presented it 
grandly and faithfully yesterday.

This is a very plain admission that Jesnitism 
is the main support of the Papacy. There iz 
not on the face of the earth to-day, he said, a 
govemmsnt that has moral courage enough to 
declare itself in fovor of this defender of right 
and justice. Plus the Ninth to-day is poor 
for the cause of Jesus Christ. He rejects what 
his enemies would offer him, and he will re­ 
main poor rather than that the Catholic faith 
should be imperilled. Hence the nooeesity for 
the faithful next Sunday to make thoir “Peteras 
pence” into dollars for the snstenanoe of the 
Roman Pontiff in his unequal contest, not with 
one, but with all tho govommonts and powers 
of Europe. And this was the lesson enforced 
by Father McDonneU.

The steamship America has arrived at San 
FraucisoQ from Hong Kong and Yokohama, as 
was briefly announoed in our oelomus yestev- 
day. She landed 
l^.rge Dumber of passen­ 
gers for the United States and Europe| the 
advent of the latter reaffirming the correctness 
of the first position of tho Hebald, to the 
offect that the current of travel, as well as the 
flow ronte of trade between Asia and the Euro­ 
pean countries would soon be revolutionized 
and in our favor, the United States becoming 
the grand reservoir centre for the reception 
and distribution both of the travellers and 
cargoes. The nows by ihe America was tele­ 
graphed to us overland and published in our 
issue on Sunday. It is not of very decisive 
import, but goes to prove, as have the bulk of 
our Asiatic advices of late, that the Japanese 
are more active, more enterprising and more 
sincero in thoir efforts for the attaimnent of n 
solid, substantial national progress than 
are tho Chinese. China inclines towards 
reactionism, instigated and directed by nativizt 
feeling and the influences which succeed from 
H íí'Siá OÍ long-piea«íYed ^ d jealoosljr 
guarded isolation; Japan looks 
ious to see what is beyond her own 
compare fte foreign systems with the home, lo 
expurgate some and hold fast to that which is 
good. The Mikado was preparing for his visit 
to France and Great Britain by way of tho 
Suez Canal. HewUl thus be enabled to at 
once learn of the social and governmental 
changes which have ensued from the' sudden 
efidcement of a very ancient royalism and tho 
substitution of an almost new-born plan of 
democratic republican government in its stead. 
An Ambassador has been appointed for Japan 
to Paris, and a high functionary of the Exeea- 
tive will h9 dcTOatchcd to London to prepare 
the way for His Majesty the iliiaJo. The 
friends of the ex-Tyooon attempted a revolu- 
tionary demonstration in favor of his restora­ 
tion. It was suppressed by the authorities, 
many lives being lost in the effort 
England is engaged in a quarrel with 
Japan on a ground of ministerial official 
etiquette which promises to overshadow in its 
gravity the groat Court coat-tail question of the 
United States with Queen Victoria, and that 
of Macartney, on the part of Her Majesty, 
with the late Emperor of China. It appears 
that a new English Chargé d’Affáires has been 
presented to the Mikado. The Eastern poten­ 
tate requested the European envoy to sit 
down. The latter refused to “squat,” as it is 
written in the despatch, and insisted on retain­ 
ing his erect position. Terashimo-Tozo, im­ 
perial Minister of Foreign Affoirs, would not 
receive the Queen’s envoy unless he sat down, 
so the Englishman retired, head erect and 
straight on his pins, promising to write to 
Earl j^ronvUle, asking him to say what he is 
to do about it The Japanese Ambassador, 
Temshima (not Tozo, the Minister, but per­ 
haps of the same family), will not, it is said, 
be reoeived at St James until this difficulty iz 
odjusted. Queen Victoria may be eligfatlj 
puzzled at first on the subject; but she wi^ 
no doubt, do what is fair and meet and proper 
in the premises. One would imagine that the 
Britisher would feel more comfortable when 
seated on a fine carpet or rug than ho would 
standing up, but then it may bo that it was 
more convenient to him to stand up. Perhaps 
he is a very fot Englishman and one well 
versed in the law of consequential damages. 
It is well that the Japanese reception question 
is brought out just nowin such portly shape 
at a moment when the physiologista ani 
diplomatists are on the qui vive all over the 
earth and when science herself is receiving 
new light from New York to Geneva and 
onward thence to the source of the Nile and 
the hoary seat of government in Pekin. It is 
to be hoped, however, that tho British official 
in Japan-will take a seat somewhere before the 
Geneva matter is fin.ally adjusted, and permit 
the cabinets to maintain their intorcourm in 
peace and harmony. Let us attend to Üi« 
Alabama case first and compel thisEugUsh- 
man in Japan, if it is right for him to do so, 
to sit down afterwards, if only to please our 
friend tho Mikado._____________

It had 
flnmred oonaWerably in its personnel and trans­ 
port. One of the white men bae died, he bat lived 
^ reach half-way here; two of the armed escort as 
weQ as eight pagaals died also iVom dysentery and 
imaupox. 
Two horses and twenty-eeran assos 
have also perished, on artirlng at Unyanyembe 
FOOT oorre^ndent wrote two letters and en- 
tmsted them to Said Ben Salim (Barton and Speke’s 
former Rascaniah), now Governor of Unyanyembe. 
One gave an account of onr journey from the coast 
here; the other of our battle with Mirambo, who 
occuplod the country lying between the Hxrau) 
expedition and the object of its search. I then pre- 
pared for the second stage, viz 
niB JOtTBNEr TO ÜJUI AND K.VNTXVA. 
But difficulties bad been on the increase for about 
a montb before our arrival here. 


KIBAMBO, XlJid OF CTOWA, 
in western Unyamwosl, had been levying blackmail 
toan nnoonaclonable amoont npon all caravans 
bound westward to Ujyi, the lake and the regions 
lying behind; to Urundl, to Kam?wah, Uganda and 
Dnyoro. The road to these countries led throngh his 
country, ascrlous misfortune not only to the expedi­ 
tion but to aucanvans bound anywhere westward. 
About the tune tte expedition arrived Mirambo 
capped hü arbitrary course by taking from a cara­ 
van five baJes of cloth, üve gnus and five kcga of 
powder, and then refbslng it permission to pass, 
declaring that none ehoold pass any more except 
over his body. This, of coarse, led to adeclaraUon of 
war on the part of the Arabs, wUch was given after 
f bad secured new carriers and was almost 
BIADY FOB THB JOUR»EY. 
The Arabs were so confident of easy victory ovcx 
the AlMcan Ring, declaring that fifteen days at the 
most would suffice to settle him, that I was tempted 
In an unlucky moment to promise them my aid, 
hoping that by this means I would be enabled to 
reach Livtngstoue sooner than by stopping at 
Unyanyembe awaiting the turn of events.

rambo was but twenty-seven hoars’ march from 
Unyanyembe.

On the first day we burned tl.rec of his villages, 
W t ^ d , klUed or drove away the inliabltants.

Inreturulngto onr camp this detachment was 
waylaid by Mirambo and his men and a great 
eianghter of the Arabs took place, seventeen 
Arab commanders were slain, among them one or 
two personal frlonds of mine, who had travelled 
with me from the coast. Five or tho soldiers of the 
Hbbald expedition were killed. The fr urth day

tance, which was believed to bo caused by Miram- 
bo’s advenco or Knga-Ruga freebooters.

My own men, frightened by ttelr tóolatlon, lost 
oourago and ran, all bat six, my Arab boy, Selira, 
and tho Englishman Shaw. With these I

graceless retreat It became evident to me that it 
was going to be a long affiilr between Arab and 
African. Livingstone’s caravan, which had gone 
to Its first camp preparatory for the journey, bad 
been ordered back, and the goods had been safely 
lodged lu my house. 
The Arabs’ cowardly retreat Invited Mirambo to 
follow them to their homes. 
THB ABAB CAPITAL BMTKHED BY MIRAHBa 
While I was debating wbat to do (knowing that 
speed was a necessity with the 
expedition) 
Mirambo entered Tabora, the Ar ab capital of Oeu- 
tral Africa, with Ida ferocious allies, the Watuta. 
Tabora is one mile from Kwlhara, the place where 1 
date this telegram. The Kazeh oi Speke and Bur­ 
ton Is not known here except as the fenced resi­ 
dence of an old Arab. Tabora Includes all tho Arab 
residences. The Arabs of Kwlhara were in great 
alarm and*thelr thorough aelflsbncas came out 
strongly. The Governor and others were for run­ 
ning to the coast at once, declaring Central Africa 
forever closed to travel and trade. 
n iE CAPITAL NEARLY DB8TR0YB0 AND PTVB HUN- 
DRBO ARABS KILLBD. 
About one-fourth of Tabora was burned; five emi­ 
nent Arabs were killed; cattle. Ivory and slaves 
carried away. Expecting attack I turned the Gov­ 
ernor’s house Into a Uttle fort, In order to defend 
the property of the expedition and that of Living­ 
stone from tho Watuta. 
STANLEY PBBPABINO TO RESIST THB 8AYA0B ARMY. 
All fugitives from Tabora who were armed were 
invited in, until I had 160 armed men within tho 
tembo. Provisions and water were brought to last 
five days. At the end ot that time Mirambo and 
his alUes retired with great booty. 
THB AHBRICAN FLAG FLYINO. 
During the state of siege the American fiag was 
hoisted. 
MOTUma UORB TO DO WITH THB ARABS. 
After this event I Informed the Arabs that I could 
not assist them any more, for If they ran away once 
they would run away again, and declscrcd my Inten­ 
tion to travel at onoe to Ujljl by another road. 
They all advised mo to wait nntu the war was over; 
that I was going stralgh tto death by traveiling dar­ 
ing war time. Bat I was obstinate, and they 
LOOKXD ON MB AS A LOST MAM. 
I engaged thirty men of Zanstbar at treble prices. 
The effects of the expedition were reduced to tho 
smallest scale consistent with the actual oeoessl- 
tles of tho Journey. As the day drew near the 
restlessness of tho men Increased and Bombay 
(Burton and Spoke’s handy man, bat always 
MY STCMBLIMO BLOCK), 
did hiB utmost to slacken the conrage of the armed 
escort-the Englishman Shaw even became so 
emltten with fear that he could pot assist In my 
preparations.

Here, after already dodging and escaping from 
Ibnr wars, which made the conntry dangeroos to 
travellers, we were confronted with hostilities 
waged by Sultan Nzogera against Lokanda Mira, 
another Sultan of Cvinza, which was a most serious 
inconvenience to me-nay, it well nigh ruined the 
expedition. After paying heavy tribute to Kzogera 
and crossing the Malagarazl River, we might have 
reached ÜJUI without further trouble had there 
been no war. But this war compelled me to adopt 
the IJhha route-one always avoided by Arabs. It 
was almost as bo<1 os If I had gone straight into the 
middle of their battlefield. Whdo not yet half-way 
throngh UhUa, which In Its entire length Is only 
two good days’ Jonrnoy, I hod been 
MULCTBD OF HALF THS ATAfI.ABLE PROFBRTT OF 
niB BXrEDITION, 
and bad, p.s often as the tributo wa.s imposed, been 
in danger of open rupiure owing to the Insolence 
of the Uhha chiefs. Had I contlnnod on this road 
the expedition might possibly have arrived at Ujljl 
with a month’s provisions left. 
A CnANOB OF FRONT. 
Onr resolve was taken. At midnight we left the 
Mutware-s vUlage, with gnns loaded, and left the 
road, plunging lato the low jungle, and. travelling 
parallel to the road westward, marchkdtwcnty-flve 
mUes without halting. Wo then cookoA and reste«l, 
and at night again marched all night nntll we had 
crossed Uhha and bM arrived In i karanga safely. 
Two marches more, and we were

Among those who came to (luestlon os were tho 
servants of Dr. Llvtngatone, who shortly ran ahead 
in haste to inform him that an Englishman was 
coming; “Bare, sure,” ho was an Englishman, they 
said, though the Amertcan flag was in the front, held 
aloft by the stont arms of my gigantic Kirangozi. 
WX XNTE .XL SLOWLY, 
the immense number or people who hod collected 
abont us impeding rapid progress. 
As 'we ad­ 
vanced the crowd became larger and more mingled 
with the chief Arabs, and the nnise of firing and 
shouting became deafening. Suddenly the firing

Passing from the rear of it to tho front I saw 
a knot of Arabs, and, in 
the

pale-look;ug and gray-beardod white man. In a 
navy cap, with a faded gold hana about It, and red 
woollen jacket. This white man was Dr. David 
Livingstone, the boro traveller, the object of the 
search. 
THB MBETINO. 
It was the dignity that a white man and leader of 
an expedition ought to possess that prevented me 
from running to shako hands with tho venerable 
traveller; but when 1 first caught sight of him—the 
man with whose book on Africa I was first made 
acqualutcd when a boy—so far away from civiliza­ 
tion. It was very tempting. False pride and tbc 
presence of the gravo-looklng Arab dignitaries of 
Ujljl rcetraincd me and suggested to me tossy, 
with a shake of tho hand, 
‘•Dr. Livingstone, I presume t” 
“Yes.” waa the answer, with a kind smile. 
Together we turned toward Uls house. We took 
scat» on goatsJiUia spread over the muU Qoorof 


Ills veranda. Conversation began. It would bo dlf- 
flcnlt to say about what—the topics changed so 
rapid]/; bat shortly I found myseif acting the part 
of a newspaper—I had five years of news to give 
him. 
THX FIBOT DAY WITH LIYINOSTONE. 
Onr first day was passed In eating so voraciously 
and talking so fSst, and about snch manifold sub- 
jocts, that It is dlffloult to say which we did most. 
But it is certain tbat, before retiring, he asserted 
his belief that I had brought new lUe to him; he 
already felt stronger and better. That night he 
read the packet of letters which I had bronght bun, 
the reading of which he bad deferred for that time. 
BOMB DAYS AFTER 
my arnval at UjlJl I eUclted from him tho following 
story of his travels and sufforlngs and discoveries 
for the last five years:— 
DR. LIYINQSTONB’S OWN STORY TOLD TO STANLBY. 
Dr. Uvingstone’s expedition left ZanzlbaV in 
March, isee. on the 7th of April he left tho sea- 
coast with an expedition consisting of twelve 
Sepoys, nine Johanna men, seven liberated slaves 
and two Zambezi men—In all thirty men. He also 
had with him six camels, three bufialoes, two mnles 
and three donkeys. The expedition travelled np 
the left bank of the Rovnma River, a route teeming 
with difflcuitlea. The dense Jungles which barred 
thefr way required great laboj with the axes before 
they could proceed, which retarded very much the 
progress of the expedition. 
SOON AFTBH LBAVINO TOB COAST 
Dr. Livingstone was made aware of the un­ 
willingness of the Sepoys and Johanna men to 
march Into tho-lnterlor. Their murmurlngs and 
complaints grow louder day by day. Hoping that 
he might be Induced to return the Sepoys and 
Johanna men so abnsed the animals that in a short 
time ndt one was left alive. This plan not suc­ 
ceeding they set abont poisoning the minds of the 
simple natives towards the Doctor by cironlatlng 
tho most 
MrsouiBVors and palsb beforts 
concerning his ch aracter and intentions, 
as this 
m ight possibly become dangerous the Doctor re­ 
solved to discharge the Sepoys, and accordingly 
sen t them back to the son coast, w ith a sufficiency 
of cloth to purchase food on their re tu rn . 
THB FIRST OF HIS TROÜBLBS 
began with these men. A more worthless crew as 
escort tt would be Impossible to conceive. After 
bulTsrlng oonslderably from hunger during tho 
transit of a wide extent of unoccupied country 
after leaving the Rovnma River, the Doctor and his 
party arrtved 
• 
IN THB COUNTRY OF A MHIYOW CHIEF 
on the 18th of July, 1806. Desertion offalthloss men, 
in tho meanwhile, had greatly thinned his party. 
Early In August, 18«6, Dr. Uvlngstono and what 
remained of his expedition arrived at Mponda’s, a 
cblef ofa'tiibe of \vahiyow, living

From Mponda’B tho Doctor proceeded to the heel 
of the Nyassa, to the vUIagc of a Bablsa chief, who 
required moAclne for a skin disease.

While 
stopping here a half-caste Arab arrived at the same 
place from the western shore of Lake Nyassa, who 
reported that he had been plundered by a band of 
the Ma Zituat a place which tho Doctor and Musa, 
the chief of his Johanna men, knew perfectly was 
at least one hundred and fllty mUes north-north- 
west, or twenty days’ march from tho viUago.

MURDER. 
This Musa U he who manufactured that wonder­ 
ful tole of morde£ ifiich so s ta ^ (^ all friends of 
the D ^ r . Dnrlng the Zambezi 
had visited this place, whore tho Arab 
himself robbed, in company of the Doctor. To the 
news which the Arab Impai ted Musa was an eager 
Ilbiener, and lost no time in conveying it to the 
Doctor. The Doctor coolly asked him If he believed, 
to which Musa answered that he did believe evc>ry 
word, for tho Arab had told “ true, true.” Tho 
Doctor said he did not; and alter explaining to 
him his reasons, he snggestod to Musa that they 
should go and consult tho Bablsa chief, for If any 
one should know if the story was true, he should. 
The Bablsa chief denounced the Arab as “aliar” 
when consnltcd. But Musa broke out with, “No, no. 
Doctor, I no want to go to Ma Zltu j I no want Ma Zltn 
to kill mo; I want to see my father, my mother, 
my child In Johanna. I no want Ma Zltn kill me.” 
Musa’s words arc here reported ip sissima verOa. 
To this outburst the Doctor replied, “I don’t want 
the Ma Zltn to kill me either, but sinco you are 
afraid of them, I promise to go west until we are far 
PAST TUB DEAT OP THE MA ZITU.” 
Musa WM not satisfied with this promise of tho 
Doctor, for he sold In the same dolorous tone:—“If 
we had 200 gnns with us I would go; but our smalt 
party, they win come by night and kill us all.” The 
Doctor repeated Ids promise, but to no purpose. 
When he turned his face westward, Musa and 
TON JOUANNA ESCORT HCABTI.nSSI.Y DESERTED HIM. 
Hence the fabrication of the Uvlngstono murder 
tale to hide the fact of their desertion and to obtain 
their wages. Llvlagstone’s party was very small 
now; he had sent back the worthless and maudlin 
Sepoys; thoJonanna men bad desertad him In a 
body, and Wlkotanl had been discharged. He was 
obliged to seek aid from the natives. He engaged 
them as carriers, and as tliey had never been tam­ 
pered with or betrayed by the slave traders he man­ 
aged c.xceodlngly well. From this country, whh.h 
he left in the beginning of December, ls(W. he en­ 
tered on a northern course, where the Ma Zltu had 
swept the land clean of provisions, and where the 
expedition suffered the most pinching hunger. 
MORE MLIPORTUN BS. 
Added to this, desertlbUH continued, which in one 
or two instances caused a loss of almost all his 
clothes and cooking ntonslls and dishes. Though 
misfortunes constantly dogged the footstt ps of tho 
e.xpcditlon. It struggled on and traversed the coun­ 
tries of the Uablsa, Boi^emba, Danlungn, Barungn, 
besides the country of Loada, where Uvea the 
famous King Cazembe. 
A CORDIAL RECBPTION BY CAZEMEB AND HLS QfEEN. 
Cazembe and his Queen received him klnuiy and 
showed ffvery disposition to assist him, and u was 
he who gave the Information about Lake Uangwcolo 
(Which ho called “Large Water”) to the Doctor. 
Near Cazcmbe's the Doctor bad cro8.scd a flee 
stream called the Chambczi. 
HEUABDINO THE ORBAT BITER ZAMBEZI. 
But he relied too much npon the comctness of 
Portugneae Information, and paid not much .atteii- | 
tlon to It at the time, believing It to be, as Portu­ 
guese travellers stated, but the headwaters of the 
great Zam’>ezl, and having uo connection with the 
great river of Egypt, of which he was now in 
search. This cxoeflstre reliance upon tlie veracity 
ofPortnguese travellers and traders misled him 
very mncb, and cansed him donble work, plunging 
him Into a tabyrtnth of errors and discoveries, 
making tho whole conntry and Its Intricate system 
of rivers and Lakes clear to him only after repeat­ 
ing his Journeys many times. 
rORTCaUBSB BRRORB AND 
THB TROUBLES THEV 
BNTAILBD. 
From the beginning of 1867 to t'aojulddlc of March, 
1869, he says he was mostly eiigagcd In correcting 
the errors of Portuguese travellers. The rortugncse 
when writing or speaking of tho Chambczi iirvnrtbly 
called it “our own Zambezi,” or the Zambezi that 
Bows through the Portuguese possessions of the 
Mozambique. 
Over and over again he had to 
traverse tho conntiies around Londa like an uneasy 
spirit; over and over again he asked the same ques­ 
tions from the different people whom he mot, until 
ho was obllge«l to desist lest they might say-“Tho 
man is mad; he has water on the brain.” 
THB CHAMBKZr THB nEADWATRRS OF TUB NTLB. 
Those tedioua 
avols have estabUshod. first, that 


the Ohambezl Is a totally distinct river from the 
Portuguese Zambezi; second, that the Ohambezl. 
starting from abont latitude 11 south, Is none other 
than the headwaters of the NUe Itself, thus giving the 
wonderfhi river a length of over 3,000 mUes of di­ 
rect latitude. 
LAKE LIXMBA, OB LUWXMBA. 
During this series of Journeys which he made In 
these latltades be came to a lake lying northeast 
from Cazembe’A The natives called it Uemba. or 
Luwemba, from a country of that name which 
bordered It on tho southeast. 
Uvlngstone discov­ 
ered It to be an extensive heel, or rather foot, of 
the Tanganyika. 
By his map the sonthera part of 
the Tanganyika resembles the southern part of 
Italy In conflguratlon. 
The extremity of the Tan­ 
ganyika south reaches to 8 deg. 43 sec. south lau- 
tudo, thus giving tho lake a length of 323 geograph­ 
ical miles, or seventy-three mUes longer than Cap­ 
tains Burton and Speke described it. 
FUBTHBR DI800VBBIX8. 
From the Tanganyika be crossed Maremgns and 
came in sight of Lake Moero. Traolug this lake, 
which is about sixty mUes In length, to Its southern 
extremity he found a river entorlug It from that 
dlrecUon. Following the Luapnla north, as this 
river was caued, he (bund It Issued from the great 
lake of Bangweoio, wbleh Is as largo In superficial 
area as the Tanganyika. 
The most importout

At the 
beginning 01 the seventh hundred tho false slaves 
sent to him from the British Consul at Zanzibar, 
and who wero to him as escort, rose up against 
him, saying in their determined actions, “Thus far 
you shall go, and and not one step further.” 
THE UNDISCOVERED LINE. 
That this remarkable river (tbc Lualaba) Is the 
NUe and none other no one doubts, but this one 
little blank-this one utue link—who will flU it np r 
How will imagination fill up the void r In this 
blank, north of latitude four degrees south. Is a 
Uke, It was reported to Dr. Uvlngstone—may it 
not be Plaggla’s lake 7-out of which Letherlck’s 
branch Issues Into the Balir Glmzal and the White 
Nile. He has followed this river from eleven de­ 
grees south to four degrees south-that Li, through 
seven degrees of latitude, or 420 geographical 
mlios. It only wanted 180 mUes more—this is the 
length of the undiscovered link—and the Nile, 
which had baffled oracles and soges, kings and em­ 
perors, had been revealed throughout its length. 
TWO nUlBLKMS REMAINING TO BE SOLVED. 
According to Livingstone two tbiugs yet remain 
before the Nile sources can be said to be discov­ 
ered. First—He has heard of the existence of four 
fountains, two of which give birth to a river flowing 
north, which Is the Lualaba, and two to a river 
flowing south into Inner Ethiopia, which Is tho 
Zambezi, thus verifying the statement which the 
Secretary of the Goddess Minerva at Sals made to 
Herodotus over two tl.ousand years ago. He bos 
heard of them repeatedly and has been several 
times within a fortnight's march from them, but 
something always interposed to prevent him going 
to see them. These fonntains require to be seen. 
Second—Remains the link above described to be 
explored. 
THE STORIES WHICH THB DOCTOR EBLATES 
Of the two Immense coon tries through which the 
great river rnns read like fable. Tho most south­ 
erly Is called Kua; the northern Is called Mnnyoma 
by the Arabs and Manuema by tho natives, who are 
cannibals. He tells of Ivory being so cheap that 
twenty-five cenu’ worth of copper will purchase a 
largo tusk, worth |120 at Zanzibar. He tells of 
irory I slug turned into doorposts und cave stan­ 
chions by the cannibals; of skiimi manufactures 
of fine grass cloth, rivalling that of India; o ía 
people so nearly approaching to white people 
and so extremely handsome that they eclipse 
anything ever seen In Africa; and from this 
fact supposes them to be descendants of tho an­ 
cient Egyptians, or of some of the lost tribes of 
Israel; he tolls of copper mines at Kutauga which 
have been worked for ages, of docile and friendly 
peoples who up to this time have lived bnried in 
tho lop of barbarism, ignorant thaS them lived on 
earth a race so cruel and caucus ns the Arabs who 
have come among them, rudely awaking them out 
of ihelr sleep with the thunder of gunpowder, to ¡ 
kidnap, rob and murder them without restraint, | 
and of many other tnlngs he tells, some «iotalls of 
which will follow this telegram. 
TUB HERALD EXPrDITTON ATIBIVED IN TUiK TO AID 
THE GREAT TRAVELLLIL 
The Doctor artlved at CJIJI on the 10th of October, 
the Herald expedition on the ¿d of November, 
eighteen days later, and, as If guided by the hand 
of rrovldcnce, not a month too late nor a month 
too soon. He was sick and lie wan deiiltute, snd 
help came In time. He had returned to UJijl only 
to find himself robbed of everytlilng by tho very

A few days after the arrival of tho Hbbald ox- 
pediuon at UJUi, I asked the Doctor U be had ex­ 
plored the bead of the Tanganyika. 
He said he bad not, “be had not thought it of so 
much importance as the central line of drainage; 
besides, when be bad proposed to do it, before leav­ 
ing for Manyema, the WaJUl had shown such a dis­ 
position to fleece him that he had desisted from tho 
attempt.” 
Your correspondent then oxplaincd to him wbat 
great importance was attached to the lake by 
geographers, as stated In the newspapers, and 
snggestedto him that It were better, seeing tbat 
he was about to leave for Unyanyembe, and that 
something might ocour in the meanwhile to hinder 
him from ever visiting It, to take advantage of the 
Offer I made of putting myself, men and offOcta of 
tho expedition at hla service for the purpose of 
exploring the northern head of tho Tanganyika. 
Ho at once accepted tho offer, and, like a hero, 
lost no time in starting. 


RBOBGAMUATION OF TBB CORPS AND A START IN 
COMPANY. 
On the 20th of November Dr. Uvlngstono and 
yonr correspondent, with twenty picked men of the 
Herald Expedition Corps, started. Despite tho 
assertion of Arabs that tho Warundl wore danger­ 
ous and would not lot us pass, we hugged Ihelr 
coast closely, and when Ihtlgucd boldly encamped 
In their country. Onoe only wero we obliged to 
fly—and this was at dead of night—from a large 
party which we knew to bo surrounding us on the 
land Bide. We got to the boat safely, and we might 
have punished them severely had the Doctor been 
90 disposed. Once also wo were atoned, but ws 
paid no heed to them and kept on our way along 
their coast until wo arrived at Mokamba’a, one of 
the ohlelS of Calge. 
Mokamba was at war with a neighboring chief, 
who lived on tho left bank of tho Ruslzl. That did 
not deter us, and wo crossed tho head of the Tan­ 
ganyika to Huglhcwah, governed by Ruhlnga, 
brother of Mokamba. 
GEOGRAPHY AND ETHNOLOGY. 
Muglhewah Is a tract of country on tho right 
bank of the Rnsuil. extending to the lake. With 
Mokamba and Ruhlnga we became most Intimate; 
they provq^ to be S9clable, good-natured chiefs, 
^ d gavi'most valuable information coucernlng the 
countries lying to tho north of Usiye: and If their 
Information is correct. Sir Samuel Baker wlil be 
obliged to cnrtoll the ambitions dimensions of his 
lake by one degree. If not more. A Mgwana, living 
at Mokamba’s, on the eastern shore of tho lake, had 
Informed us that tho River Ruslzl certainly nowed 


When w« entered Ruhmga’s territory of Mnglhc- 
wah, we fonnd onrselves but adio yards from the 
river about which a great deal has been said and 
written. 
At Unyanyembe I was told tbat the Ruslzl was 
an affluent. At ujui all Arabs but one united in say­ 
ing the same thing, and within ten miles of tho 
Ruslzl a freedman of Zanzibar swore It was an 
affluent. 
ROWING TO AND IN THB RUSrZI. 
On the morning of the eleventh day of onr de- 
parture from UJUb we wero rowed towards the 
river. We came to a long narrow bay, fringed on 
oU sides with tall, dense reeds and swarming with 
crocodiles, and soon came to tho mouth of tho 


Lelttt, Seotland. and John. Wiiuara Shaw, or Lon­ 
don, England, the two whlt>^cu I had engaged to 
aaiiist me, had died; also e f^ t baggage earrlcrs 
and eight soldiers of the expedition had died. 
ADVICE WBLL TAKEN. 
I was hold enough to advise the Doctor to perml« 
the expcdltlou to escort him to Unyanyembe. 
through the country tt was made acquainted with 
while going to Ujul, for the reason that were he to 
sit down at DJUi until MIramho was disposed of he 
might remalu a year there, a prey to high expecta­ 
tions, ending always in blttar disappointment, f 
told him, as tho Arubs of Unyanyembe were not 
equal to tho task of conquering Mirambo, that it 
wero better he should accompany the H e r a l d ex­ 
pedition to Uayanyembe, and there take possessloa 
of tho last lot of goods brought to him i»y a cara­ 
van which loft the scacoast simultoncously with 
our expedition. 
Tlio Doctor consented, and tbns it was that ha 
came so far back as Unyanyembe.

ceedings of the Congrera of the American Oonfed- 
eratioti of the International WorJduKaiou's AHSOC!»- 
tton. Citizen Little watt elected chairman. Twenty 
B&ctlona were represented by delegated. 


Alter reading the minutes or the last meeting 


CitL&en ELLIOTT read tho proceedings of the Con- 
gress, which are as follows:— 


UiU'^eu HUUHJK moved that the present session 


of tho Congress be hold iu private, and the ouotio* 
was adopted. 


A Committee on Credentials was then appointed, 


and It wiia decided that the Secretary should re- 
ceive tho credentials of the delegates who wer» 
present. Credentials were tlien presented aud re- 
ceived from twenty-throe scctioua. 


Cltiaeua Byrne, J. T. and Id L. Elllnit were Ap- 


pointed a committee to draft a declaration of prin- 
ciples, a platform, aud a plan of organization for 
the American Federation. 


Citizen Wicar suggested that the Committee on 


Organization should avoid the subject of taxation, 
or that, If they must pass thereupon, that thuj con- 
demn every form of it; that If government could 
not run itself and pay Its own way It had HO right 
to exist. 
A discussion followed, some fayorlng » graduated 
Lax upon property, and others land liniltutiun uud 
an alteration of tlie laws oi inheritance an u substi- 
tute; but Uiiiuiy the con.inittee were left free to act 
as they might tlueui bt;st.

Citizen WEST, from the Committee on Organiza- 
tion, submitted a report, which, on motion, wa» 
uaoptcrt paragraph by paragraph, (ma subdeguentlj- 
as. a whole, as lollows;— 


PLAN OF OltOAN'IZATJOK. 
Considering: that the purposes for which the Interne 
tiqnal Workinguiun'.-* Association has bettn Instituted in 
thi> country can only be ntuiined by an orgtinixiiiion la 
confortuity with and adapted to the civil "and poUUcal 
status of citizens of thu United States, iucluJing both ineu 
and women; 
Considering also that themo.it efficient form of organl- 
zatiou Id that which will secure the largest freedom t* 
the individual members of the seciions and to tlie aec- 
tious as well—that i» to say, the right to take the initia- 
tive, consistent with the general weliare. 
The American Federal Congress of the International 
Workingmen's Association assembled in the city of Phila- 
delphia, I'a., this itttii day of July, 2B72, do hereby or- 
Ualu and euuct asiollows:— 
First—The Federal Council of the International Work- ' 
ingmen's Assocmtion for the United States of America 
shall, until otherwise ordered, consist of one citizen for 
each State and. Territory in which there &huU hiwts been 
sections of the International Wnrfciugmen's As.iociation 
organised, and provisionally, or until the members have 
been duly nominated as hereinuiter provided by tho 
sec do m represented therein, &uch citizens tthall derive 
their authority irom, or be appointed by, this Congress. 
Second—Tho powers and duties of the Federal Council 
shall be strictly limited, as loUows:— 
The sections shall be organized bj- primary election 
districts. As many sections as may be included within s 
municipal district may elect a delegate to a muuicipal 
council. As many sections as nifty be included within an 
Assembly district may elect a delegate, to a tJtate council. 
As mauv &ecUons as may be Included within a Congres- 
sional district may elect a delegate to a national or tede- 
ral couuull. 
And tUe municipal, State and national 
councils, when thus formed, shall exclusively mans fro tbe 
affairs of the Independent Workingmen'a Association 
within their several localities, subject to the direction of 
their conatltuents. 
Third~The business of the Federal Council shall be trans- 
acted directly in open se&jiou by a majority of the dele- 
gates. The nglit of each section, to tat« the initiative ia 
expregaly guaranteed, but the Council may also take the 
initiative, without detriment to the reserved rights of tlie 
sections, whenever circumstances may seem to require it. 
If Uie business be of a general character affecting the 
Interests ot the entire organization it shall be refered to 
the several sections, and the prerogative of tho Council 
shall be limited to the announcement of tiie result of such 
reierence ft«d tue execution of tue will ot its constitu- 
ents. 
FMorth—The Council shall have power, by and with the 
advice and consent of the section*, to institute a labor 
bureau; whoso duty it shall be to collect and collate sta- 
tistical information relating to the industrial and social 
condition of the working class, and to suggest remedies 
for its grievances. The Council shall also have similar 
power to institute a publishing and lecturing bureau, 
whose duty it. shall be: first, to supervise the publication 
of such tracts, newspapers, pampmcts and books as may 
have received tbe approbation of the delegates aud are 
endorsed by the sections; and, secondly, to engage the 
services or competent lecturers upon such conditions AS 
the sections may approve. 
/y*A—New sections may be admitted to representation 
In tho Council upon-coinplylng with the tallowing condi- 
tions :— 
1. The members shall subscribe a declaration that they 
Accept and will defend the principles of the International 
Working men's Association. 
2. The members shall pay such assessments to defray 
the expenses ot'the General and Federal Councils as may 
bo made, provided that the game have lieua previously 
passed upon by the sections. 
And all trade unions aud other labor organizations ad- 
hering to the principles nnd purposes of the In tor national 
Workmgmen's Association shall be entitled to represen- 
tation by paying the anuual assessments required to bo 
paid by the several section?- 
Sixth—Che Federal Council may appoint such officers as 
may be necessary to the transaction of its business, in- 
cluding two Recording Secretaries and one Corresponding 
Secretary lor each nationality represented, wlio shall 
perform the duties respectively appertaining to the sev- 
eral orticcs. 
Seccnth-*The Federal Council shall onlv be dissolved 
•when the organization herein provided for shall have 
been completed bv the liual election of » National 
Federal Council; "but, uutll tills result has beeit 
reached, 
membership 
therein 
shall 
be annually 
renewed by lot—that is to say, the sections in all State* 
and Territories where tiny have been formed shall, on 
the llrst Monday in the month of May in each year, pro- 
pose to thfc Council the names of as tanny citizen mem- 
bers ait there shall be members of the Council to bo 
elected, which names shall ou the fir»t Monday of the 
succeeding month of July be deposited in a box and 
drawn therefrom, as the names of jurors are drawn, aud 
the citizen members whoso araes are thuns drawn shall 
constitute the Federal Council for the ensuing year. 
Vacancies occurring in the Council during the current 
year shall also be Oiled in like manner, at such times as 
the Council may direct. And 
Tho term "citizen," as used in this plan of organization, 
shall be construed to mean all persons members of tho 
International WorUngmen'a Association, Irrespective of 
nationality, sex or condition, that reside in this country.

Citizen ELLIOTT moved that the Congress proceed 
to the election of three delegates to the Universal 
Congress to be held in September nest iu Europe, 
TIM resolution was adopted. 


Citizen William West, Harriet B. Burton and 
Isaac Rhcn were unanimously chosen. 
The CHAJHHAX then made a happy closing ad- 
dress and the Congress adjonmed sine ate.

Kor tho wanderer about our 
borders, the peaceful red man, Incongruous rags on 
hia filthy person, lie roves in search of any small 
accident or employment which will give him a 
drink. 1 allow that exceptions occur to these crudo 
Ideas, but you may avot age your Indians at these 
rates: Work the last Idea, and enjoyment tho great 
good; drink, luoil and games of chance are Ills 
gratlllcation; lu dress gaudy; In temper sullen, 
with the lowest of ideas concerning women—truly, 
the Indian, if lilted up at all, must come ae vro- 
funrtis. Injuries arc not forgotten, but any amount 
of kicking is only stored up lor a day of vengeance. 
The restless, glittering black eye never still, he Is 
a beggar or beggars and a bore of bores. He has 
been uronght Into the world like a beast,'has little 
affection for hie progeny, and feels no necessity 
of making provision for them. Haughty and inso- 
lent, he Is the impersonation of beggar's pride and 
fear is the only element of perfect control. A rough 
backwoods rule is to kill nine out of ten Indlaua 
to make the survivor civil. We may believe that 
here ia room for Improvement and

in Its exaggerated forms, as a plan of giving to 
these lazy rascals supplies without stint; putting 
arms in their hands; exacting no labor irom them;

Is far beyond the control of yonr claptrap philan- 
throphy. Bombastic agents, full oi windy school- 
boy speeches, tlunk of Hue self-devotion of an order 
wliich shed some ofthe proudest blood of Europe in 
vain enorts for the improvement of the dwelier ia 
the hills. 
The Plnio, the Mancopa, the Moqui, the 
Yuma and all the other dwellers on low ground 
hold to-day, in grateful memory, the disinterested 
labors of the old Jesuit fathers. A long line of 
missions, reaching to San Francisco, snows what 
;he Pacific coast was under the only truly success- 
ful "peace policy" ever inaugurated. Tne deserts

were Indeed the Indians' friends. Now, as these 
good Padres are long under the daisies, aud the 
Apaclie to-day follows hia bloody blackmail irom 
the lulls us of yore, tho Indian question here is re- 
solved into a Gordian Knot, to be cut with the 
sword. Fair otferg have been made, but 
of 
no avail. The settlers aud military have occupied 
the edge of the desert, while the Apache on Inte- 
rior lines ravages at will and ranges irom north- 
east into New Mexico to southwest into Sonora. 
Unsubdued, unyielding, he levies his fearful toll of 
scalps yearly, and tue intrepid men who went to 
Arizona iu '55 ro '60 ore nearly all victims to the 
arrow. Their lonely graves are scattered from 
Prescott to Tucson, thence to Yuma.

In the face of au appalling record—Pmio county 
having lost in 1868 to 1870 one-sixth of its entire 
population, murdered or carried away—men.have 
been found to whitewash the character of the 
tigers of America. Few people have ever pene- 
trated their abodes; unprovoked, these murders 
have been carried out with a lleudiah detail of 
frlghttul horrors. Controlling an immense extent 
of territory, there is every reason to believe that 
the Apache, with his cornfields and stolen sup- 
plies, is increasing in numbers.

To open a 
fine section of country, to develop her metallic 
wealth, 


BLEEDING ARIZONA 
invokes the government to send a strong force of 
the best character into this bloody triangle, and go 
through with fire and sword as lu the Navajo times 
of most. Permanent strong posts In the iutcrlor fast- 
nesses, with good military roads and a stout cordon 
of posts covering the desert passes to prevent 
raiding into New Mexico or Souora, these are 
the means of common seusc in this crisis. 
Every 
intelligent 
citizen 
of 
Arizona will 
say that a telling blow to the Apache Is needed. 
Never fed on pap. his lesson must bo taught at tho 
edge of the sword. Manufactured sympathy dis- 
gusts tlie friends of citizens who have been foully 
cut off—of soldiers who have died in a despairing 
attempt to do double duty. Arizona has never 
been garrisoned. The people have made ineffectual 
attempts to get ranger troops Into the field, but 
stern professional soldiers must be sent to deal the 
blow, and scouts will not be wanting. Goaded into 
madness tho people struck a helpless lot of Indiana 
near Camp Grant, thereby damaging their own 
hopes of protection. With long, unprotected roada 
the regulars have had an enormous amount of escort

FUNERAL OF A JSTFRDEBED POLJCSMAH, 


Impressive Services in tile ClknrclL of Sts 


Peter and Paul,

Tie obsequies of Oulcer John L. Dononue, a gaL 


lant and intrepid young member of toe Brooklyn 
police force, who was foully murdered by a gang of 
Williambnrg thieves and ruffians while in the dis- 
charge of his duty, were celebrated in the old 
Church ol Sts. Peter and Paul yesterday afternoon. 
The church was densely crowded during the mor- 
tuary services, tue off-platoons of the ten. Brooklyn 
Police precincts, with the Mayor of the city, the 
Police Commissioners, Chief Patrick Campbell and 
Inspector John S. Foulk occupying the centre pews. 


Previous to the administration of the rites of 


sepulture the Rev. Sylvester Malone, pastor of the 
church, delivered an Impressive discourse. In the 
course of Ins remarks he said that Mr. Dononue 
sustained an honorable and upright character as a 
citizen, and while a member ol tlie police force he 
so faithfully performed his duties that he com- 
manded the respect and confidence of his superior I 
and fellow officers. As a husband and father he 
was a model; as a member of this church he 
piously conformed to its rules and religiously at- 
tended to his duties. It is extremely sad, there- 
fore, to see such a man stricken down by tlie mur- 
derer's hand while in tlie discharge of the duties 
assigned him. It cheers us, however, when we 
believe that, although he was thus suddenly strick- 
en down, he was not unprepared to meet his God. 
While we did not hear him cry to God for mercy in 
his last moments, we feel confident from what we 
previously knew of him that that mercy was freely 
granted to him, and that his pure spirit is among 
those of the blessed. This sad occasion reminds us 
forcibly that we should unanimously extend at 
least our moral support to the preservers of law 
and order with whom he had so long associated. 
The venerable clergyman concluded his eloquent 
remarks by inviting those present to offer up a 
prayer for the repose of the soul of their departed 
friend. This invitation was silently responded tu 
by the great majority of those present. 
At the conclusion of the services the funeral pre- 
cession wa» formed under direction of the police 
drillmaster, and the extended cortege took up its 
line of march toward Calvary Cemetery, w"iere the 
remains of the murdered officer were Interred. Six 
members of Post Mansfield, Grand Army of the Re- 
public, and six officers of the section of the Fifth 
precinct police, to which Officer Donohue was at- 
tached In his life, acted as pall bearers. Several 
buildings on the line of march displayed Dags at 
half-mast. 
At ten o'clock this forenoon Coroner Whltehlll 
will commence an inquest at the Morgue, WU- 
longhby street.

The situation here has become one of profound 


calm. We have had the storm, and the sea is us 
quiet as a midsummer cruise on the Mediterranean 
When I last wrote you the burden of my story was 
the fail of the Serrano government- It fell with 
crash. No single event has so stirred Spain to its 
inmost depth since Prim and Serrano unfurled the 
Bag of revolt on the deck of Topete's ship, while 
the royal band played the revolutionary hymn of 
Rlcgo. There are a multitude of stories In the air, 
which would embarrass the truth-seeking mind, 
especially as one story contradicts another. It was 
natural that Sacasta's Ministry should fall. Noth- 
ing more corrupt and debasing has been seen In 
Spanish politics since the days of Go<loy. There 
was no life In it, not even in this easy-gomn country 
of Spain. Dishonor in the Cabinet, dishonor In tho 
Cortes, dishonor In the finances, the nation hurry- 
ing into the Niagara eddies of bankruptcy, a Cortes 
composed of men whoso election had been pur- 
chased by a lavish use of public money—even Spain 
could not submit to this, and Sagasta fell without a 
friend, without an honest follower, for the men who 
carried his flag would carry the flag of the next 
leader who brought a larger sum of money.

But It was different with Marshal Serrano. Uext 


to Espartero, who lives In retirement, his life now 
venting upon the nineties, and to Spain what the 
blind old Dandolo was to Venice, he was the lo 
most man lu the kingdom. It seemed (or a while 
that the Spanish Uundolo would be urged from his 
retirement to be to Spain what Thlers, m Ills sev. 
enty-seveuth year, is to France. But Espartero was 
too. old to leave his home, and when the summons 
came from, the king aire and ill-health made him 
decline to be Minister or Councillor. But Serrano 
is In the fulness and vigor of life. His name is not 
only honored in Spain, hut all over tho world. It 
was Serrano who, with Prim, led the Insurrection. 
When the monarchy fell he was made Regent. Al- 
though he was not supposed to be friendly to the 
candidature of Amadeus he accepted the dynasty 
with alacrity and has thus far served it loyally. To

American 
mind 
Serrano 
will 
always 


be held 
in 
Idnd 
remembrance because of 


his treatment of the Carllsts. 
When lie sup- 


pressed that rebellion he 
showed clemency 


to the conquered. You cannot 
imagine the 


courage required to perform this act of eminent 
patriotism unless you know the Spanish craving for 
blood and the intense disappointment any failure 
to gratify this appetite always inspires. You see 
this passion lor blood, this morbid love of cruelty 
and death, In the bullfight, the conspicuous national 
amusement of Spain, and in itself a brutal and dis- 
gnating butcher}'. When the Carllsts fell Spain 


lrpd forward to executions, confiscations and 
punishment. Serrano made peace, *uu »<tu ^cu«i 
{ranted amnesty and immunity. When he re- 
turned from his work he was met with an outcry of 
lasslou. and rage. He resigned his offices, went 
utp the Cortes as a_deputyj defended himself in an 
ionorablelirrd manly speech, was honored by his 
fellow members in a formal vote for his valor and 
clemency, and returned to power apparently the 
strongest subject in Spain. Within ten days from 
ihat supreme moment he and his party had fallen 
from power. 


HOW SEKKiSO'S FALL WAS BttOCGHT ASOCT. 


Ton must not suppose that this sudden fall was 
nspired by a whim of Amadeus. He saw, what his 
visest friends bad advised him to see, that there 
could be no dynasty apart from the revolution. It 


even a question whether there can De a dy- 


nasty with the revolution—whether, in short, the 
whole revolutionary movement here does not mean, 
sooner or later, an end of dynasties. But Serrano 
had ceased to represent the revolution. His inter- 
ests were satisfied with Amadens, jnst as they 
vould have been satisfied with Don Alphonso, or 
the Duke of Montpensier. He Is a Captain General 
n the army, a Duke of the kingdom, and ali that 
politics caa bring him is added dignities. Whether 
they came from Amadeus or not is an indifferent 
matter. What ne wants is dignity. So while he 
was the strongest man m Spain it was not the 
strength of the people. His main concern was the' 
'public order," forgetting that in all truly governed 
nations the public order takes care of itselfi 
So when he returned to the head of the ministry he 
eit that the first duty was to arrest the revolution, 
o take up arms against it; to surround the throne 
as with an embankment, ana make revolution im- 
possible, or at least a bloody business to those who 
attempted it. This was the meaning of the measure 
which he proposed to the King, and because of the 
King's refusal to accept it resigned his ministry. As 
I explained in another letter, the measure was a 
suspension ofthe constitution, but although so desig- 
nated it was really more than that. The only act 
corresponding with it in our own country that I can 
remember was itr. Lincoln suspending the habeas 
corpus in 1861. What Mr. Lincoln did was in the 
presence of a war wHich threatened to destroy the 
nation. No such danger threatened Marshal Ser- 
rano. He desired to suspend the constitution to 
secnre himself from any popular innuences. This 
measure gave him power to raise money in any 
way he deemed best, and upon whatever terms; to 
levy taxes at his pleasure and expend the public 
treasure without an appropriation bill; to garriBon 
the large towns with the troops of the regular 
army; to suspend Individual rights and prevent 
public meetings—in other words, to hold Spain in 
his hand and do with it what he pleased. No one 
doubts that the Marshal would have used Spain 
gently and behaved in his exalted place like a 
patriot; but there was a danger in the prospects 
that all men saw and feared—the danger of the 
people. There was another danger which we are 
told bad its influence upon the quickened and 
anxious imagination of the King—the danger of 
Serrano and his friends going over to Montpensier 
or

this throne and restore the old one under a prince 
of the Bouse of Bourbon. Tho announcement that 
there was to be • radical meeting, or rather con- 
vention, of the leaden of the radical party hastened 
the resolution of Serrano.

traordinary powers proposed by the measure of 
suspension he might have kept his word, lint there 
were men In his party—men like Sanasta. for in- 
stance—who would have seen Amadens dethroned 
as calmly as they would look upon a prancing mata- 
dor lu tho bull ring, had it served their purpose. 
No wonder the King distrusted the measure, 
although if he had not from personal motives tljere 
were still higher reasons, which, ns a king bound by 
an oath to defend Spain, he could nor. overlook. 
The mere fact that Serrano abked for his extraor- 
dinary pi Ivileges shows that he had no confidence 
in the pcofle. He could only use these powers 
airdinst tlie people. If he really w.-re the chosen and 
accepted minister of bpaln he would not require an 
army in every province. The Kmu by his oath wiw 
bound to coiijlder the people apart from the party 
in power.

was from the radical and republican parties. It Is 
now generally concpcled that if the Kin;; had ron- 
sented to the measure*! of Marshal Seirano there 
would havo been an insurrect.on. 
This w:is the 
meaning of the retirement of /.omlla. 
That dis- 
tinguished statesman, who lias <lone as much as 
any man to make Amadens the constitutional king 
of a free country, retired Irom public life because 
he drejided the issues that were rapidly seeking 
the arbitrament of the sword. 
He saw another

And he said that if he 
could not hold his crown from the people and by 
their approval he had better not hold it at all. but 
go back to Italy and be plain J>uke of Ao^ta in his 
father's court, feeling that a dinner of herbs as 
duke was rather more comfortable than any num- 
of luxuries in a menaced pulace.

Senor Zonrilia was so far awav in his retire 
ment that no one could tell whether he would serve 
the King or not. He was pouting among his 
almond and olive trees, away from railways and 
telegraphs. Ha bad made a passionate exit from 
public life, and had declared that under no circum- 
stances would he return to the Cortez. He would 
serve the King if the King showed wisdom—not 
before. "Would Zorrilla returrXto Madrid r" That 
was now the sidewalk question. The bridge was 
built—tne radical bridge that was to carry Ama- 
deus and Spain over many streams and chasms: but 
there was no keystone, and without Zorrilla there 
could be none, and nothing could come but Immi- 
nent and irretrievable chaos. So all Madrid harrowed 
its goal over the problem and finally subsided into 
a public meeting.

The city becomes as the city of the dead, 
and all life is in hiding from the implacable sun. 
But when evening falls, and the shadows lengthen 
aud the sun canles ills midday midsummer rays 
over the cooling seas to dear Ameiica, aboiit tha 
hour when Sew Yorfe thinks of cooling lotions and 
beverages made with ice, everybody hurries to 
the Prado, and until midnight the city hold a cheery 
drawing room under the stars. The meeting was 
announced for "the Prado," a common announce- 
ment in this inexact country, and as intelligent as 
though the HERALD were to inform New York that 
the friends of Mr. Greeley would assemble at a cer- 
tain hour "on the Bowery." Bnt near the fountain 
ofCybeie the meeting finally coalesced—a solemn 
shiftless experiment to one accustomed to the 
noise and pomp and the shouting of the Cooper In- 
stitute. It might have been children playing at 
politics, one would say, except that one should ever 
remember that in republicanism these people are 
really children, and that we-are only the blossoming 
of iree institutions. There was no stand for the 
speakers, no mu*>ic, no flags, no pomp or ceremony. 
There they stood around the gracemi and pictures- 
que fountain, grave, solemn, bearded men, as-

i HOMEOPATHIC HONUHEIT. 


The 
9f«-«r Hom<BopmtUie Medical 


on Third Avenue—Occerlptlon at tho 
Eidlfiee. 
Were anything wanting to show the progress ol 


homccopathy in this country the superb college j use 
erected on the corner of Third avenue and Twenty* 
third street would seem to remove any donbt. Tha 
building, which was endowed by Itrs. Emma A, 
Keep with a donation ol' $100,000, is now ready, 
for occupaccy. It has a front of fifty feet 013 
the avenne, and is nearly one hundred fees 
deep. It is five stories high and furnished with. 
a Mansard roof that adds materially to its archi- 
tectural effect. The ground floor is fitted for busi- 
ness purposes. The first or main floor is reached 
from Twenty-third street; here are the dispensary1 
rooms, which are reached also by an elevator run- 
ning through the banding. On the left of the main 
haU is the prescribing room of the Ophthalmia Hos- 
pital, fifty feet square and superbly furnished He 
hard wood—a pharmacy. There are also threa 
dark rooms for ophthalmoscoplc and aural examina- 
tions. The building is ventilated by air shafts. 
On, 
tuts floor are a library and reception rooms, and an- 
other for the use of the directors of the institution. 
Ascending by a handsome staircase, with an orna- 
mental balustrade, the second noor is reached. 
Here are two wards—each 25 feet—for women, and 
a ward for men, which measures 30 by 40 feet, all 
having separate bathing rooms and water con- 
veniences. In front of the hall is a dining room. 15 
feet by 25, for those patients who are not confined' 
to their beds; and adjoining this are the matron's 
apartments, fitted with commodious closets. X 
h»U is found in.the rear of these parlors which will 
communicate with the Surgical Hospital. On thi.i 
floor, and near to the matron's rooms, is tho 
kitchen, furnished with range, hot and cold water 
appliances and a direct communication with the 
elevator. 


On the tilled floor, at the head of tne staircase, is 
the faculty room of the New York Homoeopathic 
Medical College, and ou the east of this are four com- 
fortable wardS'for those patients whose means win 
allow them lo seoare the advantages of privacy 
while undergoing treatment. In this story are the 
rooms for the resident physician and a communi- 
cating passage which will open into the surgical 
uospltal. The main feature, however, on this floor 
is a capacious lecture room, as met square, the 
seats rising one above the other on ten ssmi-circnlar 
platforms. Extending along the north wall of this. 
Lecture room a balcony has been constructed far- 
visitors and others who may desire to listen to 
lectures or witness demonstrations, and beneath, 
this a p rivate hall communicates v» ith the stairway 
and opens into the physiological laboratory. The 
latter room is separated from the chemical labora- 
tory by a broad space which opens immediately 
into the lecture room, but which can be rendered 
perfectly private by the closing of large sliding 
doors. By this arrangement a professor may 
pass into these laboratories while the students are 
eagaged in the lecture room, may make the requi- 
site preparations for his demonstrations, and at 
his appointed hour may open the doors, slide for- 
ward a movable table, on which his apparatus ia 
placed, and proceed with his lecture without delay 
or interference. 
On the top floor of this most complete building Is 
a commodious and elegant amphitheatre, lighted 
}y a large skylight, perfectly ventilated and capa- 
ble of accommodating nearly three hundred stu- 
dents. This lecture room is furnished with ail the 
conveniences for surgical and anatomical demon- 
strations. 
Beneath the amphitheatre are the janitor's 
apartments, from which speaking tubes and bells 
communicate with various portions of the building. 
On this floor, also, is the museum, which is eighty- 
five feet in length, with the cabinets for specimens 
built into the walls. Adjoining this is a mrglcal 
ward, twenty feet in height, lighted by two !»rga 
sky-lights, and ventilated in tie most perfect man- 
ner.There is direct communication between thte sur- 
gical ward and the amphitheatre, and also by 
means of the elevator with the lower floors. A 
>atient may be brought in on the ground floor of 
be Institution, sent directly to the amphitheatre, 
.here receive the requisite attention, and be placed 
u his bed in the surgical ward with but slight in - 
Convenience to himself. On the right of the ampHl- 
heatre is a room fbr the surgical appliances, and 
above is the main apartment ofthe tower. 
The Surgical Hospital; which, as has been before 
tated. adjoins the Ophthalmic building, is furnished 
with all the modern conveniences and will be open 
to the students free of charge.

sinia, aud continues in its wondrous stream 
past the mins of Thebes and Luxor and near 
the Pyramids, constant in its mighty volume 
as when Sesostria reigned over that old, old 
land of Egypt. This gives the Nile a total 
length in direct latitude of twenty-six hundred 
miles, or through over forty-three degrees. 


Explorations of Lake Tanganyika were con-

Tile Traders in Indio.it 
Troubles. 


The United States government, in its deal- 


ings with the Indians, has found no more for- 
midable obstacle in the path of conciliation 
than those unscrupulous white men who make 
a business of fomenting the worst passions of 
the aborigines. 
An Indian "war to such men 


means only a brisk trade and a fortune gained 
in the blood of slaughtered settlers. The 
recent letter of the Secretary of the Interior, 
addressed to Brigham Young, shows that the 
government at last thoroughly understands the 
true position of affairs on the frontier. 
He 


says:—'-I am apprehensive that there are some 
evil-minded white persons who are, and have 
been, contributing their influence to produce 
dissatisfaction among the Indian population." 
Alarming reports of hostilities on the frontier 
are of frequent occurrence, and it makes no 
small demand on the coolness and judgment 
of the officers of the government stationed 
there to discriminate in such cases. 
The 


treachery of the Indians is proverbial, but 
much of it is engendered by white men who are 
lost to all feelings save those of making money, 
no matter what vile means they employ for 
that purpose. The prompt punishment of such 
men, when detected, would go further towards 
abolishing Indian wars than all the military 
power of the government exerted against the 
savages themselves. They are the real authors 
of the miseries that periodically afflict the 
frontier. 


THE B.U.-K KOBBEBT IN UXBIUDGE.—The 


facts of the entry and robbery of the Black- 
stone National Bank, at TJxbridge, Mass., by a 
baud of burglars are reported in full detail 
by special telegram in the HEBALD this morn- 
ing. 
The operations of the robbers, their 


taking of the teller of the institution from 
his private residence in the night, leading him 
to the bank with a halter round his neck, 
forcing him to open the safe and to stand 
present while they took out, bagged and car- 
ried off thirteen thousand dollars, go far to 
show-that the spirit of romance in crime did 
not expire with Jack Sheppard and Dick 
Turpin. The manner in which the members 
of the family of the bank official, from the 
father down to a little female child, were

The supported of the rival candidates for 


the 1'resitloiicy will endeavor to make the most 
of tho financial condition, prospects and 
chances of the country under whichever can- 
didate uiay have the control of the govern- 
ment the next four years. This is always an 
element iu such political campaigns, and 
though the arguments of public speakers and 
the party press will be directed principally to 
other mutter* in tho present contest, this will 
lie, necessarily, an important topic. Then, 
the- stockjobbers aud speculators are always 
looking out for something to iorco stocks up 
or down, iu order to make the most of their 
business. Not unfrequently they resort to 
canards for this purpose, particularly when 
there is no legitimate cause for fluctuatious in 
price. 
Any political excitement, and espe- 


cially a Presidential election, they seize with 
avidity. 
The London stockjobbers are of 


tho same genus as our own. Tho cable in- 
forms us that the '67's fell off a quarter to three- 
eighths on tho receipt of tho political news 
from America, meaning, wo suppose, theactiou 
of the Baltimore Convention. There was no 
response in our market, however, except that 
which naturally results from financial sympa- 
thy between the two great money centres. 
Our Wall street men knew there was no real 
cause for a decline in national securities, 
Tho 


London stock speculators, partly from igno- 
rance of American politics and affairs, and 
partly bre.iiiso they were glad of any pretext 
to do a little speculative business, seized the 
opportunity afforded, without knowing or 
caring about tbe facts. It answered their pur- 
pose for the hour, but they will soon learn that 
our Presidential contest, whichever way it may 
turn, is uot going to disturb the credit of the 
country. 


The administration orators will lay great 


stress upon the payment of over three hundred 
millions of the national debt during the term 
of ofiice of General Grant, tho establishment 
of the credit of tho government on a solid 
basis, the reduction of the premium on gold as 


j a consequence, and the abolishment during 


j the last year of fifty or sixty millions of taxu- 
| tiou. In fact, this argument has been tho 


1 staple of oratorical efforts in and out of Coii- 


I gress. as well as of articles in the administra- 


tion pre.-w. It is upon this mainly that the 
friends of General Grant rely to secure the 
support of the conservative, solid and business 
men of the count ry. The war issues and the 
political capital that was made out of the sec- 
tional feeling against rebels, as well as the Ku 
Klux bugbeivv, have served iheir purpose and 
are no longer available. The country has well 
nigh outgrown these, or, at least, is weary of 
the theme. But the appeal to the people on 
the management of the national finances is a 
legitimate one, and has no claptrap iu it. 


The payment of three hundred millions of 


dobt or thereabout in three years or little 
more is a stujKindous fact. Fow governments 
could boast of a like accomplishment under 
such extraordinary circumstances as this coun- 
try had recently passed through. We cheer- 
fully give the administration all the credit due 
to it for what it has accomplished in this re- 
spect. But let us be just. A largo sum of 
the principal of the debt, as well as a vast 
amount of floating indebtedness were paid oft" 
in the previous administration of Mr. Johnson; 
yet little or no credit was given to that admin- 
istration. The result was accredited to the. 
wonderful resources 
of 
the 
country and 


the 
enormous 
ravmino 
which 
Goneress 


tiiought 
proper 
to 
raise. 
General 


Grant, it is true, has been able to collect the 
revenue more faithfully than Mr. Johnson did. 
The frightful corruption, particularly in the 
Internal Revenue Department, during the ad- 
ministration of Mr. Johnson, has been greatly 
abated in General Grant's term of office. But, 
while we make no apology for the inefficiency 
of the former administration in this respect, it 
is but fair to say that President Johnson was 
embarrassed at every step by a hostile Congress 
and by that very party which now claims so 
much virtue. 
"With General Grant all has 


been plain sailing. He had an overwhelming 
party in Congress, and the political interests 
and hopes of the large Congressional majority 
•were identical with those of the administra- 
tion. So far, then, as the financial policy and 
management of the government have been suc- 
cessful since the inauguration of General 
Grant, the merit belongs alike to the adminis- 
tration and the regular republican party. 


Still, while -we admit that the revenue 


has been more faithfully 
collected 
than 


under 
the preceding administration, 
we 


do not see how the 
government could 


otherwise 'apply 
the 
enormous 
surplus 


revenue raised 
from the people than by 


paying 
the debt. 
Nor has 
this 
vast 


revenue 
been productive of good only. 


It has kept up a system of extravagance and 
has led to all sorts of corruption and jobs in 
Congress. Had taxation been greatly reduced 
from the commencement of General Grant's 
administration and the revenue cut down to a 
peace and an economical basis the country 
would have been more prosperous. The hun- 
dreds of millions taken unnecessarily from the 
people and lying idle, in part, in the Treasury 
vaults would have gone into the channels of 
industry and have added immensely to our 
productions. 
The credit of the government 


would have been as well or belter established 
by a smaller revenue and economy than by the 
policy that has been pursued. This is a fact 
well known to all 
political 
economists. 


The 
nation 
had shown 
already before 


the 
commencement 
of General 
Grant's 


term of office its ability and fixed purpose to 
pay the debt. 
If a small amount compara- 


tively bad been applied to this object annu- 
ally, and the government had returned to 
strict economy, our securities, we have no 
doubt, would have stood higher in the market 
and we should have been nearer specie pay- 
ments. The money which has been drawn 
from business and industry and hoarded-in 
the Treasury has not facilitated specie pay- 
ments, and has been ft loss in interest alone of 
over twenty millions since March, 18G9. 


The administration party in Congress did, 


within the last few months, bring about a re- 
duction of taxation some forty to fifty millions. 
It ought to have been a hundred millions at 
least. Tho approaching Presidential election 
probably led to this action. But it was too 
partial. 
It was a half measure. A more 


thorough and bolder reform might have bean 
more advantageous to tho administration in 
the present political content. 
Upon the 


principle that conservative people are rather 


to bear ti* (mid <w tfnto of 


that exist than to fly to others that thoy 
know uot of, we suppose n large portion of 
capitalists and business men may support Geu- 
erul Grant in preferenco to Mr. Greeley. But, 
as was said before, there need not bo auy ap- 
prehousiou of financial disturbance or decline 
of the creditof the government, whichever can- 
didate may bo elected. Indeed, the platform 
of tho liberal republicans and democrats and 
the profession of tho candidates of those com- 
bined parties promise much more hi the way 
of economy and revenue reform tlmn wa have 
reason to expect, judging from past cxperi- 
enee, from the administration party. Admit- 
ting that Mr. Greeley has certain vagaries 
about financial matters and tho tariff, ho pub- 
licly avows his purpose to submit to tho will of 
Congress in these matters. 
With his election, 


too, thure would be, probably, a largo number 
of revenue reformers returned to Congress, for 
revenue reform is oue of the most prominent 
issues of the campaign. Nor should we lose 
sight of the fact that the object of this 
great combined opposition movement in to re- 
store harmony between tho different sections 
of tho country and to bury out of sight tho 
issues of tho war. This of itself would tond 
to promote, tho material interests of tho repub- 
lic, and particularly of the, South, and, there- 
fore, must load to a better financial condition. 
If even General Grant should bo re-elected, 
this opposition und bringing the question of 
reform so prominently before tho people 
would, iu all probability, lead to a change in 
tho policy of his administration. Every way 
or auy way, the Presidential contest will prove 
healthful to the interests of the country, and 
there need not be any fear of the consequences 
whether Mr. Greeley or General Grant be 
elected iu November.

calls for nothing, ho said, but the obligations 
of n sou of God, of a brother of man, of a 
citizen of this worul. Jesus lays no yoko, im- 
poses no burden upon us, but rather takes our 
burdeus to Himself and bears them for us. 
The yoke of Christ is, then, an easy one and 
His burden light—so light that childhood can 
bear it; so easy that age and feebleness shall 
not bend beneath it nor bo galled by it. 


Sceptics who are inclined to ask, What has 


Christianity done for the world ? may find some 
food for thought and reflection in the dis- 
course by Professor Greene, of Princeton. It 
is to the light of the Son of God that the dis- 
pelling of the darkness which overhung the 
hearts and homes of men is due, and the light 
which we have received from science and art 
of late years is nothing compared with the 
light which illumined the world eighteen hun- 
dred years ago. The entrance of God's word 
giveth light not only to individuals, but to 
nations. It giveth understanding to the sim- 
ple and power to them that had no might

There 
is to be one great battle, and afterwards a 
judgment of Christianity itself in relation to 
Church organization and doctrine. After this 
there is to be tho organization of human soci- 
ety and tho millennial reign. 
But great 


changes are to take place before that time 
arrives, and, according to this prophet, every 
one of the conflicts described by Daniel have 
been gone through or are going through. 
There has been begun already what may be 
called a historical Day of Judgment. Popular 
institutions are being formed by the Catholics 
to control political questions and to bring 
some control over the Prussian government. 
It is therefore necessary, the Doctor thinks, 
that we should bo ready to understand and ac- 
cept God's manifestations and tho Saviour's 
appearing. 


Personal responsibility to God for the gifts 


of His grace and love, for the right use of 
wealth, power, position and influence, is a 
good subject to be brought before any audience 
at any tune, and Eev. Father Kiely, of St. 
James' Cathedral, Brooklyn, presented it 
grandly and faithfully yesterday. 
And how 


truthfully he portrayed our habits of neglect- 
ing our duties toward God and our fellow men, 
until some terrible accident awakes us to a 
sense of our responsibility to both, let the 
reader judge for himself. And wo hope it will 
be carefully read, and not merely glanced at. 
The Catholic churches and congregations of 
New York got along yesterday very generally 
without sermons. 
Indeed, their service is 


in itself so elaborate and tedious 
that, 


in such 
weather as tins it is a weari- 


ness to the flesh without a sermon. Father 
McDonnell, of Jersey City, took Bismarck in 
hand yesterday for making war upon the 
Jesuits of tho Gorman empire. Against his 
attack the Pops has stood up single-handed 


taoaqge "it tekw out of Ju« hands 


one of tho uaost powerful and most efncacioaa 
means of governing tho universal Church." 
This is a very pl»in admission that Jesuitism 
ia the main support of tho Papacy. There it 
not ou the 1'uce of tho earth to-day, ho saiJ, a 
government that has moral courago enough to 
declare itself in favor of this defender of right 
and justice. Pius the Ninth to-day is poor 
for tho cause of Jesus Christ. He rejects what 
his enemies would offer him, and ho will re- 
main poor rather than that the Catholic fnith 
should be imperilled. 
Hence the necessity for 


the faithful next Sunday tomako their "Peter's 
pence" into dollars for tho sustenance of tho 
Rowan Pontiff iu bis unequal contest, not with 
one, but with all tho governments and Powers 
of Europe.

Tho steamship America has arrived at Kan 


Francisco from Houg Kong and Yokohama, as 
was briefly announced iu our columns yester- 
day. She landed a largo number of passen- 
gers for tho United States aud Europe; tho 
advent of the latter reaffirming the correctness 
of tho first position of tho HERALD, to tha 
efl'cot that tho current of travel, as well as tho 
flow route of traclo between Asia and the Euro- 
pean countries would soon ho revolutionized 
and in our favor, the United Stotes becoming 
the grand reservoir centre for tho reception 
and distribution both of tho travellers aud 
cargoes. 
Tho news by tho America was tele- 


graphed to us overland and published in our 
issue ou Sunday. It is uot of very decisivo 
import, but goes to prove, as havo the bulk of 
our Asiatic advices of late, that the Japanese 
arc nioro active, more enterprising and more* 
sincere, in their efforts for tho attainment of a 
solid, substantial 
national 
progress than 


arc the Chinese. 
China inclines towards 


reactiouism, instigated and directed by nativist 
feeling and the influences which succocd from 
a course of long-preserved 
and jealously 


guarded isolation; Japan looks ahead, is anx- 
ious to see what is beyond her own limits, to 
compare the foreign systems with tho home, to 
expurgate some and hold fast to that which is 
good. The Mikado was preparing for his visit 
to France and Great Britain by way of the 
Suez Canal. He will thus be enabled to at 
once learn of tho social and governmental 
changes which have ensued from tho sudden, 
effacemcut of a very ancient royalisui and tho 
substitution of an almost now-born plau ot 
democratic republican government in its stead. 
An Ambassador lias been appointed for Jupou 
to Paris, and a high functionary of the Execu- 
tive will bo despatched to London to prepare ' 
tho way for His Majesty the Mikado. Tha 
friends of the ex.-Tycoou attempted a revolu- 
tionary demonstration in favor ot" his restora- 
tion. It was suppressed by the authorities, 
many

lost 
in 
tho effort. 


England is 
engaged in a quarrel with 


Japan on a ground of ministerial official 
etiquette which promises to overshadow iu its 
gravity the great Court coat-tail question of tho 
United States with Queen Victoria, aiid that 
of Macartney, on the part of Her Majesty, 
with the late Emperor of China. It appears 
that a new English Charge d'Aflaircs has been 
presented to the Mikado. The Eastern poten- 
tate requested 
the European envoy to sit 


down. The latter refused to -'squat," as it is 
written in the despatch, and insisted on retain- 
ing his erect position. Terashimo-Tozo, im- 
perial Minister of Foreign Affairs, would not 
receive the Queen's envoy unless he sat down, 
so the Englishman retired, head erect and 
straight on his pins, promising to write to 
Earl Granville, asking him to suy what ho is 
to do about it. The Japanese Ambassador, 
Terasbima (not Tozo, tho Minister, but per- 
haps of the same family), will not, it is said, 
be received at St. James until this difficulty is 
adjusted. 
Queen Victoria may be slightly 


puzzled at first ou the subject; but she will, 
no doubt, do what is fair and meet and proper 
in the premises. One would imagine that the 
Britisher would feel more comfortable when 
seated on a fine carpet or rug than he would 
standing up, but then it may be that it waa 
more convenient to him to stand up. Perhaps 
ho is a very fat Englishman and one well 
versed in the law of consequential damages. 
It is well that the Japanese reception question 
is brought out just now in such portly shape 
at a moment when the physiologists and 
diplomatists are on the jui i>rec all over the 
earth and when science herself is receiving 
new light from New ~2ork to Geneva and 
onward thence to the source of the Nile and 
the hoary seat of government in Pekin. It is 
to be hoped, however, that the British official 
in Japan will take a seat somewhere before the 
Geneva matter is finally adjusted, and permit 
the cabinets to maintain their intercourse in 
peace and harmony. Let us attend to the 
Alabama case first and compel this English- 
man in Japan, if it ia right for him to do so, 
to sit down afterwards, if only to please our 
friend the Mikado.

smallpox. 
Two horses and twenty-seven asses 


tave also perished. On arriving at CnyiLnyenibe 
your correspondent wrote two letters and en- 
trusted them to Said Ben SaUra (Burton and SpeKe's 
former Rascafllah), now Governor of Unyanyembe. 
One gave an account of our Jonrney from the coast 
ticre; tlio otUer of oar battle wlta Mivambo, -who

Though 
misfortunes constantly dogged the footsteps of the 
expedition, it struggled on and traversed the coun- 
tries of the Babisa, Bobcmba, Banlungu. Barungu, 
besides the country of Londa, where lives the 
famous King Cazembe. 
A CORDIAL RECEPTION BY CAZEMBB AND HIS QCEES. 


Cazembe and his Queen received him klnuly and 


showed every disposition to assist him, and it was 
ae who gave the information about Lafce Bangweolo 
(which, he called "Large Water'') to toe Doctor. 
Near Cazpmbe's the Doctor had crossed a fine 
stream called the Chambezi.

But he relied too much upon the correctness of 
Portuguese information, and paid not much atten- 
tion to it at the time, believing it to be, as Portu- 
guese travellers stated, but the headwaters of the 
great Zambezi, and having no connection with the 
great river of Egypt, of which he was now m 
search. This excessive reliance upon the veracity 
of Portuguese travellers and traders misled him 
very much, and caused him double work, plunging 
him Into a labyrintn or errors and discoveries, 
making the whole country and its Intricate system 
of rivers and lakes clear to him only after repeat- 
ing his Journeys many times.

That this remarkable river (the Lualaba) is the 


Kile and none other no one doubts, but this one 
little blank—this one little link—who will fill it up ? 
How will imagination till up the -void? latins 
blank, north of latitude four degrees south, is a 
lake, it "was reported to Dr. Li\ mgstone—may it 
not be Piaggia'a lake ?—out of -which Lethenck's 
branch issues into the Bahr Ghazal and the White 
Nile. He has followed tuis river from eleven de- 
grees south to four degrees south—that is, through, 
seven, degrees of latitude, or 4_o geographical 
miies. It only wanted ISO miles more—this is the 
lencth of the undiscovered link—and the Nile, 
•which had baffled oracles and sages, Kings and em- 
perors, had Been revealed throughout its length. 


TWO PROBLEMS REMAINING TO BE SOLVED. 


According to Livingstone two things yet remain 


before the Nile sources can be said to be discov- 
ered. First—He has heard of the existence of four 
fountains, two of whicn give birth to a river llowing 
north, which is the Lualaba, and two to a river 
flowing south into inner Ethiopia, which la the 
Zambezi, thus verifying the statement which the 
Secretary of the Goddess Minerva at Sals made to 
Herodotus over two thousand years ago. He has 
heard of them repeatedly and uas been several 
times within a fortnight's march irom them, but 
something always interposed to prevent him going 
to see them. These fountains require to be seen. 
Second—Remains the link above described to be 
explored. 


THE STORIES WHICH THE DOCTOR RELATES 


of the two immense countries through which the 
great river runs read like fable. The most south- 
erly is called Rua; the northern is called Manyema 
by the Arabs and Manuema by tfce natives, who are 
cannluals. He tells of ivory being so cheap that 
tweuty-flve cents' worth of copper will purchase a 
large tusk, worth. $130 at Zanzibar. He tells of 
ivory being turned into doorposts and cave stan- 
chions by the cannibals; ot skilful manufactures 
of line grass cloth, rivalling that of India; of a 
people so nearly approaching to white people 
and so extremely handsome that they eclipse 
anything ever seen In Africa; and fiom this 
fact supposes them to be descendants of the an- 
cient Egyptians, or of some of the lost tribes of 
Israel; be tells of copper mines at Katanga which 
have been worked for ages, of docile and friendly 
peoples who op to this time have lived buried m 
the lap of barbarism, ignorant that there lived on 
earth a race so cruel and callous as the Arabs who 
have come among them, rudely awaking them ont 
of their aleep with the thunder of gunpowder, to 
kidnap, rob ana murder them without restraint, 
and of many other things he tells, some details ol 
which will follow this telegram.

>us aud would not let us pass, we hugged their 
;oast closely, aud when fatigued boldly encamped 
n their country. Once only were we obliged to 
fly—and this waa at dead of night—from a large 
>arty which we knew to be surrounding us on tho 
and side. We got to tire boat safely, and we might 
have punished tnem severely had tho Doctor been 
so disposed. Once also we were stoned, but wo 
paid no heed to them and kept on our way along 


L*tth, Scotland, and John William Shaw, of 
douv tiuglaud. the two white men 1 had 
whsist me, hud died; also eight baggage carrier* 
aud eight soldiers of the expedition had died. 


AIIVK'H VEIL TAMKN. 


I was bold eaough to advise the Doctor to p«raM 


tho expedition to escort hltu to UuyauyciubA, 
through the country 1» was made acquainted wit* 
while going to Ujlji, for the reason tnat were he to 
Kit down at Ojljl until Mirambo was disposed or h* 
might remain a year there, » prey to high expects 
tlous, ending always In bitter disappointment. I 
told him, us tho Arabs of Unyanyeuibe weru not 
equal to the task of conquering Mirambo, that it 
wore better he should accompany the HERALD ex- 
pedition to Duyanyembe, and there taJcc possession 
of the last lot of goods brought to him by a card- 
van which left the aeaeoast simultaneously wit* 
our expedition.

;uolr coast until we arrived at Mokamba'a, one of 
the chiefs of Uslge. 


Molcamba was at war with a neighboring chief, 


who lived on the left bank of the Kusl/.L That did 
not deter us, and we crossed the head of the Tan- 
ganyika to Muglhewau, goveined by Kuhiuga, 
brother of Motamba. 


GEOGKAl'IIY AND ETHNOLOGY. 


Mugihewah 18 a tract or country ou the right 


bank of the Kuslzl, extending to the lake. With 
Mokamfca and Uuhlnga we became most intimate; 
they proved to be sociable, good-natured chlela, 
and gave most valuable Information concerning the 
countries lying to the north of Usige; and if their 
Information is correct, Sir Samuel Baker wld be 
obliged to curtail the ambitious dimensions of hia 
lake by one degree, if not more. A Mgwaua, living 
at Mokamba's, on the eastern sliore or the lake, had 
Informed us that the River Ruslzl certainly flowed 
out of the late, and alter joining the Kitangule 
emptied into the Lake N'yanza (Victoria). 


When we entered lluhluga'a territory of Mnirlhe- 


wah, we found ourselves but 300 yards from the 
river about which a great deal has been said and 
written. 


At uuyanvcmbe I waa told that the Uusizl was 


an affluent. At Pjijl all Arabs but one united In s.iy- 
mg the same tuinis, and within ten miles of the 
Ilusizi a freedman of Zanzibar swore If, was an 
attluent. 


ROWING TO AND 1> TITS RUSIZf. 


On the morning of the elevsmCx day of our de- 


parture rrom Ujijl, we were rawed towards the 
river. We came to & long narrow bay, fringed on 
all side-" wjth ta\l. deuae reeds and swarming wjth,

Rusizi.

As soon as we had entered the river all doubt 


vanished before the strong, turbid flood against 
which we had to contend m the ascent. After about 
ten minutes we entered what seemed a lagoon, but 
which was the result of a late inundation. 
About 


an hour higher np the river began to be confined to 
its proper banks, and is about thirty yards broad, 
but very shallow. 


AFFLUENT AND COXFLL'E-ST. 


Two days higher ur Ruhlnga told us the Rnslzl 


was joined by the Loanda, coming from the 
northwest. -M»O»» _<,o.4 >,o j10 mistake then. Dr. 
Livingstone and myself had ascended it, had ieic 
the force of the strong inflowing current—the 
Rusizi was an influent, as much so as the ilala- 
garazi, the Lmclie and Rngufu, but witli its banks 
full it can only be considered .as ranking third 
among the rivers flowing Into the Tanganyika, 
Though rapid it Is extremely shallow; It has three 
mouths, up "ft hlcu aa ordinary ship's boat loaded 
might in vain attempt to ascend. Burton and 
Speke, though they ascended to within six hours' 
journey by canoe from the Rusizi, were compel.ed 
to turn back by the cowardice of the boatmen. 
Had they ascended to Meuta's capital, they could 
easily nave seen the head ot the lake. Uslge is bat 
a district of Wumdl, governed by several small 
chiels, who owe obedience to Mwezi, the great King 
of Wumdi. 


EXPLORING THE ISLANDS. 


We spent nine days at the head of the Tanganyika 


exploring the islands and many bays that indent its 
shores. 


TO TJUI AGAIS- 


In returning to TJ.UJI we coasted along the west 


side of the Tanganyika, as far as the country of the 
vrasaasi, whom, we had to leave on no amicable 
terms, owing to their hostility to Arabs, and ar- 
rived at Ujiji on the IStb. of December, having been 
absent twenty-eight days. 


AN UNDERGROUND RIVES TO TttE SU.S. 


Though the Rusizi River can no longer be a. sub- 


ject of curiosity to geographers—and we are 
certain that there is no connection between the 
Tanganjika and BaKer's Lake, or the Albert 
N'yanza,—it is not yet certain that there is no con- 
nection between the Tanganyika and the Sile 
River. 
The western coast has not all been 


explored; and there Is reason to suppose that a 
river runs out of the Tanganyika through the 
deep caverns of Kabogo Mountain, far under 
ground and out on the western side of Kabogo 
into the Lnalaba, or the Nile. Livingstone has 
seen the river about forty miles or so west of 
Kabogo (abont forty yards broad at that place), 
but he does not fenow that It runs out of the moun- 
tain. 
This Is one of the many things which he has yet 


to examine.

After spending Christmas at Ujijt Dr. Living- 


stone, escorted by the NEW YORK HERALD Expedi- 
tion, composed of forty Wanguana soldiers, well

Broadway, our Iiue6t street, a p!ace of ditllculty and 
danger for a swirt, hurrying people.

A female Interviewer, after the audience hart 
dispersed, paid a visit to Htokes in the room ad- 
joining the court. She is namud Mrs. Bcckuer; 
was dressed In a black dress, had two lon^ braids 
or hair hanging down from behind, and Is quite 
good-looking 
and lady-like. This lady, who ie 
editress of a Masonic paper called the aonter Stone, 
shook hands warmly with Stokes, who greeted her 
with his usual courtesy, and then the lady presented 
him with a copv of the journal wliich she edits. 
Jn this journal there Is an article which warmly 
supports Siokes, and states that the Erie detectives 
have, expended $13,000 iu procuring bogus evidence 
against the prisoner. It also asserts that there were 
two pistols In the case; that James Fisk failed to 
kill Stokes, and that it was by a mere chance that 
the latter, who had been frenzied with Fisk'B perse- 
cution, was not the victim instead of Fisk, who 
drew his pistol. 
At two o'clock Stokes was driven to the Tombs, 
escorted by Deputy Sheriffs Shields and Judsou 
Jurvia. 
CRIME IN LONDON. 


i Man Murders his Mistress, Ms Two Children 


and then Attempts Suicide. 


One of the Most Bevoltmg Crimes of the Day— 


Particulars of the Tragedy—A Tiger Man— 


The Demon of Drink—Terrible Series 


of Murders in the British Metropolis. 


LONDON, July 2,1872. 


We have had a terribly realistic sensation this 


week—terribly realistic and at the same time 
terribly characteristic of English life. Two men, by 
name Taylor and Israel, carried on business as 
partners together; they were married to two 
sisters. Israel, having got into some trouble, had 
to leave the 
country. 
Taylor then 
deserted 


his own wife arid 
took 
up with the wile 


Israel; 
while 
Israel, on 
his part, on his 


return, took up with, the wife of Tayior. The result 
of this change appears in the following report, 
published in all the morning papers yesterday, and 
which, I tbinK, surpasses In horror almost every, 
thing I ever read:— 


HISTORY OP THE CBIJOB. 
Yesterday one of the most dreadful tragedies 
that has lor many years occurred in Bermondsey 
tooR place in that locality, and some excitement 
naa been created throughout the district in conse- 
quence of the horrible manner in which the death 
injuries were imiicted. The perpetrator of the 
crime is a, man named William Edward Taylor, a 
wholesale dealer in old metal. For several years 
he has carried on an extensive business in the 
Grange road, Kermoiids^y. He is thirty-nine years 
of age, and of great muscular power. He bears tlie 
character of- being a drunken and violent man, and 
has been more than once la custody for serious as- 
saults. He was married and liad live children, but 
he and his wife never lived happily together; he 
frequently threatened to murder her, and dur- 
ing his imprisonment for seriously assaulting her 
she went to reside vrith her friends, taking with 
her one of the ch.Mren, and has since re.iused 
to return to him. 
He, however, made the ac- 
quaiutauce of another woman, Susannah ileuden, 
whom he induced to live with Urn uucl pass as his 
wile, and five years ago she bore liirn a daughter, 
named Frances, the girl who was yesu-rday Killed. 
They some short time ago removed to No. 1:2 \Vebb 
street, Bermondsey New Koad, and let a Dart, of the 
house to a man and his wife. Owing to the lact 
that they were both very oeaf, they state that 
neither yesterday morning nor upon any other oc- 
casion did they hear Taylor and Hebden quarrelling; 
but the neighbors declare that the rows lu the 
house were ol such a frightful character that thev 
frequently could not sleep during the nlglit. Las't 
Thursday, aiter a dreadful ouarrel, Taylor ruslied 
out or the house into the street and said to a po- 
liceman, 


'T HATE KIU.EP MT WIFE; 
I have stabbed her; I have murdered her." He 
was then under the influence of drink, and he had 
a large table knife in his band. The policeman en- 
tered the house and lound the woman lying on the 
floor of the nrst Boor bacK room in an insensible 
condition, but she had not been stabbed. She hud 
been rendered insensible by a blow on the head 
which Taylor had given her. Taylor was arrested, 
anil the woman, having been attended by a doctor, 
recovered. The man was taken before the South- 
wark 1'ollce Court magistrate on Friday, and fined 
68. for being drunk and uien discharged, autl lie 
returned to the house in Webb street. 
On that 
evening he was sober, and the woman induced 
him to remain at home with her and the five cnil- 
drcn while she read three chapters of the Bible to 
them. No row took place, and ail the family retired 
to rest is quietude. 
. 


A SiTUKDAY SIGHT TRAGEDY. 


On Saturday Taylor drank three half-pints of 
rum, and then he became furious. During the night 
the neighborhood became -alarmed, and at one 
o'clock yesterday morning loud screams were heard 
Issuing from the house, and a boy's voice was heard 
to cry out, "O don't, father, don't; you have nearly 
killed me already." The cry was followed by the 
sound of dull, heavy blows. In a few minutes all 
the cries ceased, and the street door opened, and 
Taylor ran up to a policeman and a costermouger 
who wevo standing near. His throat was cut In a 
frightful manner, and blood was flowing from It. He 
was unaiilo to speak, bat pointed towards the 
house, and the policeman referred to and another 
man entered It, on going Into the hack room on 
the first noor a horrible sight presented Itself.

A UKUrllKK'S STATKMKNT. 


The brother made tlie following strange state- 
ment:—"He wan a very quiet man at times, but lie 
frequently became violent. 1 have to cmiUon you 
that he i» a man of great strength, ami that he has 
toltl me that he would kill a mau wiiom he has 
named. 
If he gets the 
slightest chance 
he 


will, 
1 believe,

people. 
1 wish 
that he should be carefully watched. It will be 
better for him to die than to be executed. On last 
Monday he was very quiet, and he took Mrs. Taylor 
and the children to Uosherville (Jartienn, where 
they spent the day. He Had latterly believed that 
people wanted to kill him, and he has carried the 
Iron bar with which lie killed Mrs. 'lu.vlor about 
with him for the purpose of protecting Mmself. He 
always carried the Iron bar in his C'irt wl'en he was 
driving through the street, lie also had the bed- 
stead removed from his room for fear anybody 
mlxht hide umlerneatli it. He ordered the boy 
Samuel iinil the little girl to lie on the noor by night 
across the doorway, so that, if murderers attempted 
to cuter the toon while lie was asleep, the cries of 
the children might wake him up.

1-KES3 COMMENTS ON THE TAYLOR TRAGEDY. 
The Times, which very rarely comments upon 


that Taylor ".vas under a paroxysm of delirium 
tremcn.s, and the crime seems the flnal issue, of a 
career o1' drunkenness. The police have twice had 
hioi in custody for violent assaults, and he was once 
sentenced to imprisonment for beatmg his wire on 
the head with nis Hats. She refused afterwards to 
return to him, and he persuaded the unhappy 
•woman, ha has now niui dered to Uve with him. 
They have 
had constant quarrels, and only 
last Thursday he rushed out of the house drunk, 
exclaiming that he had stabbed his wife. The 
woman was found insensible from a blow on the 
head which Taylor had given her, but she was not 
stabbed. Taylor was then taken to the police 
courts where the magistrate fined him live shillings 
for being drunk, aud discharged him. One cannot 
bnt wonder whether this magistrate acted on the 
principle lately laid down uy a judge, that tne law 
ought not to be too hard on men for beating their 
wives provided they abstain from the use of deadly 
weapons. At all events, if Taylor had been pun- 
ished as lie deserved for the brutality of Thursday 
he would not have been able to commit the crime 
of Sunday. On Friday he was sober, but on Satur- 
day he Is said to have drunk a pint and 
a 
half of ruin. 
He 
then 
became furious, 
and the murders were probably committed in a 
paroxysm of rase. He must have beaten liis wife 
and his two children to death with a bar of iron. 
The strangest circumstance is that his owu skuil Is 
said to be fractured by a blow which must have 
been given with some weapon like an iron bar. In 
his rage he may have endeavored to kill ulmsulf 
bv a blow bei'ore he resorted to the clasp-knife with 
which he cut his throat. Or, since the room pre- 
sented the appearance of a struggle, it may be that 
the unhappy woman tried to de:end herself. Tay- 
lor volunteered a statement in the hospital that he 
had hau a struggle with a man named coe; and if is 
possible tnis may be one of the delusions which are 
characteristic or delirinm tremens. This, however, 
wus the tragedy winch was being perpetrated in 
Taylor's house while two policeman were standing 
outs.de listening to screams, and doubting whether 
they had any right to prevent a man ivom " chas- 
tising his own boy," and while neighbors could 
overhear pite.ous appeals for mercy. There were 
two deaf people up stairs in the very house where 
the crime \vas being committed, 
who heard 
nothing, aud three of Taylor's children, "hearing 
trie row,'' had run up stairs and locked themselves 
in another room, we would not condemn conduct 
which has not vet been explained, but. in any 
case, it is dreadml to think tuat a man may commit 
this wholesale and furious butchery within the very 
hearing of policeman and neighbors, and that no 
one should deem it a duty to Incerlere. VVhatever 
tlie law on the subject may be such non-interven- 
tion is absurd. An Englishman's house Is not his 
castle for purposes 01 violence and cruelty, and 
policemen ought to be empowered, if they are not 
already, to lorce an entrance where such sounds 
are aiulibie as proceeded from Taylor's house. 
No wild beast conld exhibit more ferocity than 
Taylor. His death may save him from the judgment 
of the law; and, doubtless, should he survive, and 
even If the facts as they now appear be sub- 
stantially proved, an attempt will be made to pal- 
liate his act on the ground of temporary insanity. 
Ko doubt, he wus mad at the moment, but he had 
made himself mad, and was responsible for bring- 
ing himseli into a state in-which he was no longer 
master of hi« actions. He was possessed by wnat 
in such a case is not inaptly termed "the demon of 
drink," but he had nourished the demon till it was 
his master. The case Is a hideous illustration of 
the destructive power of strong liquor, aud it may 
exercise timely influence in stimulating the legis- 
lation now pendiugon the licensing la.w». ^ct'fuy* 
lor seems to have been in a position which would 
not have been much affected by any restrictions 
likely to to be imposed on public houses. He is said 
to have carried on an extensive business as a 
wholesale dealer in old iron, aud such a man could 
have louud meant! to get his rum If all the public 
houses in. the neighborhood had been shut. But, so 
far as we have heard, It is by no means clear that 
tlie existing law had been applied to Taylor's pre- 
vious oneuces as effectually as It ought, lithe 
present atritation does but Induce magistrates to 
deal lar more severely than Is their wont with 
coses of violent drunkenness aud wife-beating it 
will do good service. Such offences may end In 
murder any day aud they should be treated as 
brutal and dangerous crimes. It is to be feared the 
cruelty and the ferocity displayed every day in 
some-Quarters ol London would be appalling if 
brought to light. Bnt It Is deemed almost a matter 
of course, until, as we see in this instance, neigh- 
bors look" on as H they had no right to prevent it.

liut, acting upon the general information, he had 
sent a telegram to Madrid insisting in his desire to 
deliver over his command immediately, and asking 
for permission to leave the Island In the Spanish 
raall steamer on the 15th proximo. 


The contemplated removal of tho doughty Count 


has long been predicted by your correspondent, 
and ouly his promises of a speedy suppression of 
the insurrection have maintained him in power up 
to Uie present. 
Very little IH known here about 


General Cordoba, his probable successor, except 
that he is one of tlie leaders of the parly at present 
in power iu Spain. Whatever his qualities may be, 
his position when in command of tills Island 
•will nut be an enviable one. He will have 
to contend with men ami circumstances foreboding 
no easy task, and, with the exception or enriching 
himself aud his favorites, he is likely to maKe as in- 
glorious an exit us his predecessors lor the last 
four yearn. However, the majority of the Spaniards 
in this island and all the Cubans Have been longing 
for the relief of Valmascda, both parties auguring a 
change for the better lu their respective political 
sympathies and ambitions; and whether a capable 
person or a pole-eat Is sent out here to govern, It 
makes, hut a slight Jiu'ereuce to either as long as 
the result is the removal of General Valmaseda. 


MAKSHAI. CONCHA NOT WANTED. 


Whatever Intrigues there may nave been for- 


merly In favor of Marshal Concha, his return as 
Cuptaiu General of tlie island is no longer desired 
by any one. Even the party which once advo- 
cated hisrcuppoiiitnieut has thrown Him overboard. 
Tlie reason is obvious. Ills name is so intimately 
associated with the maintenance and propagation 
of slavery that even such men of pro-slavery ten- 
dencies as Zulueta, Calvo, Olano, I'la, Sotolongo, 
Pulido, Troncoso, Valdivielao and others repudiate 
Him. These gentlemen do not want to have the 
slavery question at all agitated, and the advent of 
an avowed supporter of negro bondage Ultc Marshal 
Concha 
would lead 
precisely 
to what they 


strive to avoid. 
They are well aware that his 


restoration to power would provoke angry re- 
monstrances, perhaps open hostilities, on the part 
of the United States and Great Britain. For those 
two powers could not construe each an appoint- 
ment otherwise than as an act of bad faith and a 
violation of the repeated promises of the Spanish 
government to abate, not to aggravate, the evil of 
slavery. And they are equally well aware that 
the United States and Great Britain, however they 
may differ on «th*»i* m*tnn-o nr T»/Mi/*tr »><»VA hnt. finfi 
opinion regarding the slavery question In the 
West Indies. The return of Concha, they argue, 
would give a jnst excuse for the interference of the 
United States in Cuba,on tie broad international 
ground o! Imtaauity, a step which would be the 
death, blow to their cherished institution of slavery. 


TIBADES OF TUB HAVANA PRESS. 
This recent case, and the former ones of the 
"Virginius, Stewart, Hornet, &c., continue to serve 
as texts to tlio journalists or this city, who, contin- 
uing to envenom their pens in gall, expound as 
bitterly as ludicrously over tlie consequences which 
may yet accrue to Uncle Sam and his cousin for the 
neglect of their duties towards Spain as neutral 
and friendly Powers; in every Instance ignorantly 
forgetting the fundamental principle and logical 
deduction that neutrals can hardly exist where 
belligerents are not recognized. The press prints 
daily the furtnest fetched rules ot international law, 
Intimating future Spanish Alabama claims and 
pretensions of influencing 
the 
Geneva arbi- 
tration. According to their ideas 01 what the 
United States ought to Uo in the dmerent instances 
of expeditious being litted up and escaping from its 
ports, it would appear as if lo reign governments 
should discharge the duties which yenerally de- 
volve on consuls, act the part of police detectives, 
gag the press, except when it sueaks of Spain's 
past and present glories; arrest everybody sus- 
pected of lilibusterUig proclivities, and courteously 
hand them over to the Spanish authorities in tills 
island to be garroted or shot at the Punta. How- 
ever, the press 01 this city lias found something to 
be jubilant over—the result of the Uouard case, 
and ridicule 'he pretensions of Grant's Cabinet 
to the right of explanations from the Span.su 
government 
as 
to 
Dr. 
Howard's 
arrest, 
legal or 
illegal trial, conviction, violation of 
treaty rights, return of his confiscated pro- 
perty, and an indemnillcation, alter 
waiving 
Bis American citizenship, to which, they deduce, 
lie had no right or claim, otherwise the United 
States government would not nave been so weak- 
spirited, us to waive it. 


THE STATUS OP THE INSURRECTION 
has not changed materially during the past wees, 
although the disastrous termination of the f'annie's 
expedition has tended to dishearten many ol those 
inactive Cuban sympathizers whose utmost efforts 
in the cause have been to cross their arms and talk 
insurrection with those whom they know Uvey can 
cunu'de in. When Valmaseda leaves the island lie 
will probably take to Spam with him many of his 
favorites, 
among tlieiu Colonel Aragon, com- 
mantling in the district of Moron, and having 
the chief supervision of the military cordon. 
Tins commander has been highly prized by the 
Count, as through Ills activity he has brought 
within the .Spanish lines over seven thousand in- 
surgents, and by his lenient policy and good 
tact kept them content within bounds and at 
work cultivating the land in that district. With 
General Vaiinas-jda's departure a general change in 
department commanders may be expected, and a 
new commander, in place of Colonel Aragon, will 
probably not have tlie same Influence over those 
people, and the majority of them will embrace the 
lirst opportunity and return to the insurrection. 
The Inexperience of new commanders will con- 
tribute in reviving the struggle in those parts of the 
island where It has weakened. 


REPORTED CUBAN VICTORT. 
The Cubans claim a victory over the Spaniards, 
and assert that the particulars of this disaster to

oilicers, and over one hundred of the men killed. 
The foregoing has been partly confirmed, from 
other sources, another report stating the loss suf- 
fered to have been the colonel, live officers and 140 
men. 
The Spaniards have, In truth, suffered re- 
cently at the hands of thu Insurgents. A Spanish 
gentleman recently arrived from Glbara report* 
that the government troops in that district Had 
also been defeated near Alcala. 
Pepillo Gonzalez, following the example thus far 
of all Cuban renegades who have deserted their 
cause, has published a proclamation addressed to 
his late comrades, advising them to give up their 
cause and return to their allegiance to Spain.

The mere 
fact of the robhery has already been briefly men- 
tioned In the HERALD'S despatches, but the pecu- 
liarly bold and thrilling incidents of the affair, how 
the masked villains entered the house of the cashier 
at the dead of night and handcuffed and gagged 
the whole family, and then dragged tne teller of 
the bank and forced him to open the vaults of the 
establishment, lorm a story 
which causes the 


achievements of even the renowned jack Sheppard 
to dwindle into comparative inslgniOcance. 
HlSTOBY Off THE 
CASE-—INVASION AUD OPERATIONS 


OP TUB BtJROLJlKS. 


The robbers, It is believed, came Into the town in 


two separate carriages, and arrived shortly after 
midnight. Hitching their teams under the shed of 
one of the village churches, they proceeded to the 
Post Office and took aladder which lay alongside the 
building. Alter reducing its length to serve their 
purposes they carried it to the residence of Ebene- 
zer W. Hayward, the cashier, some llfty yards dis- 
tant, and, placing it in position, live of the 
masked gang quietly entered the house through 
an open 
window of the second story. Hav 


ing thug obtained access to the dwelling the 
party silently entered the various sleeping apart- 
ments and stood ready lor action by the side of the 
unconscious sleepers. Simultaneously the sleepers 
were awakened by feeling a hand grasping their 
throats and hearing a low voice ordering them to 
be quiet, and assuring them that they should not 
be hurt. Besides Mr. Hayward and Mr. Weston 
there were three other inmates of tho house, 
Mr. Hayward's 
daughter, 
Miss Lucinda T.

colored servant girl named Annie Iloss. a recent 
arrival from Korth Carolina. Each of them was 
handcuffed, bat the bracelets being too large for 
the little girl, her hands were tied with a piece of 
sheet. They evidently expected to flnd a sou of 
Mr. Hayward In the house, as they visited a room 
that he had been occupying, but he had gone only a 
day or two before, and consequently did not know 
of the aifair till about six o'clock next morning. 


Mr. Hayward, who Is a gentleman of seventy-five 


years of age, and who has been cashier of the bank 
for fourteen years, says that he was startled out of 
a sound sleep by feeling a hand grasping his 
throat, and, opening his eyes, he saw two men, one 
holding a pistol in one hand and a candle in the 
other, while the other man said, "I arrest you for 
forgery." Hr. Haywood naturally replied, "it was 
the first time that he was ever charged with any 
crime," aud before he could recover from his 
astonishment the men had hanacufi'ed him. 


A NEW AND STRANGE DCTY FOB A CASHIER, 


They then helped him to pat on his pantaloons, 


and told him he must accompany them to the bank 
and unlock the doors to the vaults. He told them 
he "conld not do It." They had so excited him that 
he conld not get down stairs, and his appearance 
evidently Impressed them with the. truth of his 
statement, for they Immediately demanded to know 
where his 'Clerk was. He replied that they "prob- 
ably knew as veil as he did." They then tied his 
feet together, and also tied his legs above 'he 
knee", and, after placing a knotted handkerchief in 
his mouth, tying it behind his head, they left the 
room, leaving him lying helpless on the bed. 


A NEW STYLE OF ACCOUNT t'Ott A CLERIC. 
Mr. Weston, the clerk of tne bank, wh» boarded 
with the cashier, says that he was awakened by 
hearing a Blight noise In Mr. Hayward's room, and 
opening nls eyes he found a man standing at his 
bedside with a revolver pointing »t his head. At 
first Charlie thought he would "play 'possum" and 
manage In some way to get hold of his revolver, 
which was In a table drawer, but as the man stood 
between him and the table he gave up that idea. 
He was almost instantly handcuffed and informed 
that "he was arrested," but no cause was assigned. 
He was allowed to put on his pantaloons and one of 
them helped him to put on his stooltings. Then a 
small cord was placed around his neck and grasped 
by a hand ready at the slightest attempt at ontcry 
to choke off his breathing. He was then taken 
down stairs and out of the back door by four men, 
two of whom disappeared »« soon as they got out- 
doors. 
The others walked on either side, and dur- 
ing tho walk to the bank he was hit on one check 
wltlt a pistol and on the other by a cold blade of wt

Before going to the bant tho. colored utrl 
was taken into the room where Mrs. llayward and 
Mabel were, ami Mr. \Vestou was takeii iuto the 
same room on his return. They were then .seated. 
ou chairs, their Hands placer! in liamlcuns back of 
the chair, eords were bound rountl their ankles and 
above tlielr knees ami the gags replaced.

men took bin poc.ketliook for his own use. 


After taking the funds from the bank the captain 
asked Charlie ifanv ol' them lielo.»ge*i tti him, and 
said "If flier did he should have them back,.

The robbery of the bank was accomplished be- 
tween two a'nd three o'clock Satunlay morning, 
tlie town cluck striking two whhe young Western 
and his unpleasant companions were standing 
in the door way of the linitaviaii church, 'i'he roB- 
bers all left Mr. Hay ward's house finally, as early as.

THE EVUSTFUL MORN. 
Daylight began to appear by this time, bat the- 
females were so frightened that they would not let, 
Charlie go out to give the alarm, and they waiteti; 
till about half-past five o'clock, when Mr. Brnman,. 
who does the milking for Mr. llayward, came into- 
the yard. Even then the women would not allow 
Charlie to call out, lint he managed by holding up 
hIs'Tiands fo MracE ffie Mfentloil Of Hra.m.»n, -sf&o_ 
quickly entered the house and as soon as possibles 
after hearing the story, gave the alarm. 
The- 
neighbors flocked in, but nobody had a key 
to nt the handcuffs, and the prospect was that they 
would have to be flled off. Fortunately, at this. 
Juncture, the girl Annie got up, and Charlie 
noticed a peculiar key under her, and It was found 
It would unlock all the handcuffs, and the captives^ 
were at liberty oTiEe, more. 


EFFORTS FOB LIGHT. 
Efforts to discover the rogues were at oncsc" 
begun; but, as thev wore masks and were other- 
wise disguised, It is exceedingly doubtful If they 
are captured. 
The directors of the bank have 
offered a reward of $5,ouo for the detection and 
conviction of tho robbers. Nothing la said about 
the recovery of the money, the officials appearing' 
more anxious to get hold of the rogues than, to get 
their money. The bank has a surplus of over 
$35,000, anil consequently Hie loss of $13,000 wilt 
not embarrass it at all. The robbers, il is believed,. 
were disappointed In not getting more spoils, and: 
if they had waited till Monday they would undoubt- 
edly have captured more, as Tuesday is pay day as 
the mills iu tlie village. 
Saturday morning $20.000 was received, from 
Boston, and thus the bank was ready for business 
almost as early as usual. 
' 
The gang numbered certainly flve men, probably 
more, and appeared to be thoroughly organized, 
having a leader,' whom they implicitly obeyed. As 
Is generally the case on such occasions uo names 
were called, but tne men designated each other by? 
numbers, and during the operations at tae uoose- 
1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 7, 8 and 10 were called, but, only 
flve men were seen at any one time-

masks,

•was apparently disguised with false whiskers,. 
as he wore a 
full beard much darker than. 
his hair. He appeared to belong to a more refined 
class of men than the rest of the gang, his language 
evincing more education, and several times he cau- 
tioned his men to treat the females gently and 
seemed desirous to cause as little snii'ering to all as 
was compatible with safety. The men appeared to 
be entirely familiar with the interior arrangements^ 
of both the houses and the 
bank building.
